gained control of at least one key union...the Radio Writers Guild. It has 
long had strong influence in, if not actual control of, the Radio & Television 
Directors Guild. It is now making bid for control of Television Authority, 
the union of TV performers. ve 

Communist—line commentators succeeded in getting key spots on the 

‘ air...men like JOHANNES STEEL, J RAYMOND WALSH, WM S GAILMOR and SIDNEY ROGER. 
CP set up fronts to purchase radio stations and exert pressure on the indus— 
try...the People's Radio Foundation, the Hollywood Community Radio Group, the 
Emergency Committee on KFI and the Voice of Freedom Committee. 

FBI Director J EDGAR HOOVER warned people of US about Communist 
infiltration of the sensitive broadcasting industry as early as 1947 when he 
testified before a Congressional committee in March of that year: 

"The party has departed from depending upon the printed word as its 
medium of propaganda and has taken to the air.

Coming on top of picketing of JUDY HOLLIDAY's latest picture, “The 
Marrying Kind" (also a Columbia picture), by Catholic ‘War Veterans when it 
inane in NY recently, -these developments are heartening for anti-Communists 
..and spell out further financial difficulties for CP and front supporters. 
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"Variety", the entertainment trade weekly, recently reported that 
there is "fear" in the film industry that picketing by Legion in Washington 
will inspire similar action in other states. 7 

But this statement is misleading. There's no "fear" “in whole indus— 
try, most of whose members are completely loyal Americans.

SEC'Y OF LABOR BACKS COUNTERATTACK'S RECOMMENDATIONS FOR DEALING 
WITH COMMUNIST UNIONS. Last week Sec'y of Labor MAURICE J TOBIN recommended 
toa Senate Labor subcommittee that Congress should ban CP-dominated unions 
as Gollective bargaining agents. The committee is*holding hearings to find 
methods of improving Taft—Hartley law and destroying CP influence in unions. 

NLRB should hold open hearings on unions charged with being pro CP, 

. TOBIN said, and if charges are’substantiated, these unions should be denied 
facilities of NLRB in collective bargaining negotiations. 

COUNTERATTACK has for years recommended that this step be taken to 
destroy Stalin's sabotage power in key defense industries...and all unions. 
It made this recommendation most recently on last July 6 (p 4)...at the time 
Att'y Gen'l McGRATH asked Congress to amend the Taft-Hartley law in the way 
COUNTERATTACK had urged even before Congress passed the law in 1947.

Iwo of the most important books on China written in many years have 
been published in last six months. They are "The Enemy Within" by the REV 
‘RAYMOND J de JAEGHER and IRENE CORBALLY KUHN (Doubleday 8 Co, $3.75) and 
"Brain-Washing in Red China" by EDWARD HUNTER (Vanguard Press, $o.50). 


. . = These books tell the truth about Chinese Communists. Millions of 
copies of both should be distributed in US to offset the pro—Communist prop- 
SNOW, AGNES SMEDLEY, ISRAEL, EPSTEIN, etc. 


How have NY Times and NY Herald Tribune Book Reviews and saturday 
Review, which plugged pro-Communist books on China, treated these hooks? 





OM ped Saturday Review of Literature has not yet reviewed either book...al~ 
though "Brain-Washing In Red China" was published last Oct 209. 

NY Herald Tribune Book Review, too, has not yet reviewed "Brain 
Washing". And it picked C MARTIN WILBUR to write review of "The Enemy With~ 
in", which appeared on Sunday, March 23. 

After outbreak of Korean war, WILBUR was still listed as a Sponsor 
IR rdondohie Gre etate- Appeal, the Communist Party (CP). front that wes sending 

“Friendship Cargoes" to Communist China. PAUL, ROBESON, FRED'K V FIELD, Prot 
DIRK J STRUIK, playwright CLIFFORD ODETS and MARY VAN KLEECK are a few of 
those identified as Communists who also Sponsored this undertaking. 
WILBUR urged that Mme SUN YAT SEN, then the leading fellow traveler 
in China, be invited to address Congress. In letter to NY Times in late 1948 


Mme SUN was a "great humanitarian” and an “outstanding liberal", 
WILBUR said. He asserted that while Mme CHIANG could speak for the Chinese 
Govt, Mme SUN represented the "people" and could "enlighten" the American 
public on the question of aid to China. She could present need of the "Chi- 
nese people" to be "liberated" from the civil war which, WILBUR asserted, 
the US haa already prolonged. (Mme SUN, now a high-ranking official of Com~ 
munist govt in China, has since made violently anti-American Speeches...she 


undoubtedly would have opposed U S aid to China. ) 
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Of course WILBUR's review of "The Enemy Within" was not very compli- 
mentary. But it was cleverly done...started out with praise and ended with 
disparagement. "Many honest reports" would dispute parts of this book, he 
said, and complained that it offered "little, aside from a devil theory," to 
explain how China went Communist (this statement is false; the book gives the 
best account yet of just how Communists seized and extended their power). 

WILBUR, a member of Institute of Pacific Relations, is associate pro~ 
fessor of Chinese history at Columbia Univ and lectures at Sarah Lawrence 
College. Is he feeding his students the same line on China he has promoted 
in his letter to NY Times and through the China Welfare Appeal?

NY Times Book Review _ has reviewed both books. Reviews were by 
STUART LILLICO of Washington Times-Herald staff, who has been in Far East. 

His review of "Brain-—Washing", though not highly laudatory, was fair 
in tone. But it showed distinct lack of understanding of Communism. 

He unjustly attacked the author in his review of "The Enemy Within". 
He said the author apparently felt "little responsibility (and that belated)" 
to tell Gen GEO C MARSHALL what he knew of the Chinese Communists. 

But de JAEGHER did try to tell MARSHALL what he knew of Communists on 
two separate occasions. He was frustrated each-time. And he DID tell other 
‘top American officials, like Commissioner WALTER ROBERTSON, what he knew. 

The book describes all this: Did LILLICO only skim it? LILLICO says 
this alleged failure on the author's part makes his position "a trifle equiv— 
ocal" when he writes of the "misinformed" Americans. 

How "equivocal" can a NY Times reviewer be? De JAEGHER was a mis-— 
Sionary. His primary job was a spiritual one...not news gathering. Yet at 
first opportunity he tried to get truth to MARSHALL. 

: NY Times had reporters in China. Their PRIMARY mission was suppos-— 
edly to get the truth and report it to the American public. They had nothing 
else to do. They had access to MARSHALL. Why didn't each of them know the 
truth about the Communists and give it to those concerned? 


NY Times not only failed to get the truth, it promoted CP line on 
China in many book reviews it published. 


And Gen ALEXANDER BARMINE, formerly of Stalin's intelligence service,

FREDERICK VANDERBILT FIELD, FREDRIC MARCH AND HERBERT BIBERMAN. Last 
week millionaire CP member and identified "Soviet agent" F V FIELD testified 
in Senate Internal Security subcommittee investigation of Institute of Pacific 
Relations (IPR). FIELD, who has just recently finished serving prison term 
for contempt of court, was Sec'y and key figure in IPR for years. 

He again refused to state if he is a CP member. But there was an 
interesting side development in his testimony. Committee counsel ROB'T MORRIS 
introduced into evidence a letter FIELD had written in 1939. It concerned a 
long distance telephone call he had had with actor FREDRIC MARCH about raising 
funds for the IPR in Hollywood. 

MARCH kept mentioning the name of "Biberman" all through the phone 
conversation, FIELD wrote in this letter...and added that the name was "very 
familiar" to him (FIELD) but he couldn't recall in what connection. 
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"According to MARCH, Biberman is mixed up in every organization in 
Hotiveood. so that it’ is quite likely that he is Joe Stalin's personal rep-— 
resentative", FIELD wrote in his letter. 

FREDRIC MARCH was evidently not as cautious as FIELD would have 
liked him to be. FIELD wrote that if he had been talking to MARCH "face to 
face" he would have told him it was "unwise" for organizations like the IPR 
"to work exclusively through these Left—-Wing Hollywood groups". 
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The "Biberman" MARCH referred to was HERBERT BIBERMAN, one of the 
so-called "Hollywood Ten" who went to jail for defying House Committee on Un— 

“American Activities in the 1947 Hollywood investigation. Photostats of two 
of BIBERMAN's CP membership cards (#47267 and. #46844) were produced in that 
hearing, and in Hollywood investigation last year seven different witnesses 
identified BIBERMAN as a Communist Party member. 

Why did MARCH talk so much about BIBERMAN? Screenwriter BIBERMAN 
was a powerful influence in Hollywood, especially in CP circles...and had his | 
“hands on large sums of money. “From Mar, 1936 to Aug, 1939 BIBERMAN ‘had de- 
posited in one Hollywood bank $89,892.51. This big sum had come from just 
one CP front, the Hollywood Anti-Nazi League (MARCH was in this front). 

FIELD refused to say if: he now knows BIBERMAN (who is still active 
in party affairs). That probably ‘means he DOES know him. His uncertainty 
about BIBERMAN's name in 1939 was probably due to fact that FIELD's activi- 
ties were then chiefly limited to East Coast. 


Since FREDRIC MARCH was then in Hollywood, he knew BIBERMAN. ..and nm 
evidently knew much more about him than FIELD did at that time. a 


The Senate Committee has not. yet questioned MARCH. ne 


A PRO-COMMUNIST EXPLAINS THE "OSCAR" AWARDS: Hollywood "resents" 
House Committee on Un-American Activities...the front offices because of the 
"bad publicity" it has brought them and the "expense and nuisance" of having 
to end contracts with identified Communists, check records of employes, etc. 

Much of the "creative end" of the film community holds the House 
Committee's friendly witnesses in "contempt" because they abandoned all prin-— 
ciple when they named Hollywood's CP members and told what they knew of oper— 
ations of the Communist conspiracy in the film capital. And in spite of the 
"red scare", most of Hollywood's "creative" artists realize House Committee 
was just hunting for headlines when it investigated Hollywood. 

(Tos ros “DPhis is ‘the claim*of-a*"highlry successful-Hollywood screenwriter" in 
an article in the nationally distributed newspaper, "The Compass". Article 
is written under name of "Martin Bradford". But that is not the author's 
real name. The author, who is obviously pro-—CP, uses this pseudonym to 
protect his position...and to promote the Communist line that "a reign of 
terror" exists in Hollywood. 

And he crows about the "Oscar" award given MICHAEL WILSON two weeks 
ago for his writing of the film "A Place In the Sun" (MGM). 

WILSON refused to tell House Committee if he is a CP member when he 
testified in Hollywood hearings. He argued and shouted at committee members, 
and accused them of "beating the drums for war", 

0O this award to WILSON was most significant thing about the Oscar 
awards, "Bradford" claims. It represents Hollywood's defiance of public 
opinion. He says it.is like last year's Oscar awards to JOSE FERRER and JUDY 
HOLLIDAY which were "generally interpreted" as a Hollywood protest against 
demands for a clean up in the industry. 


’ Academy Award voters knew and considered WILSON's record. They knew 
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an award to him would be criticized, "Bradford" said, but their attitude was 
"The hell with it -— I'll vote for hin." 

"Bradford's" all-inclusive claims about the feeling of -Hollywood are 
undoubtedly exaggerated. Most members of the community are loyal and glad to 
see the Communists exposéd and eliminated from the industry. At least one 
top man from the "front offices", HOWARD HUGHES, has given concrete evidence 
that he really wants a clean—up. - 7s. , ee oo 

But it is also evident that "Bradford" echoes sentiments of a power~ 
ful group in Hollywood that has always resisted a thorough housecleaning and 
has done’ so much to give film capital a black eye. Until something is done 
about this group Hollywood will continue having public relations trouble. 

Note: MICHAEL WILSON, who has since been fired by 20th a 
wrote script for that firm's current movie, "Five Fingers".

4 To carry on a determined campaign to 
help people still in Communist ranks to 
break the chains of their Red ideology and 
sever connections with the party. 

The great majority of former Communists 
have not given the information in their 
possession to the Government because they 
are afraid they would suffer by doing so.

Yet they‘haven’t come forward for ob- 
vious reasons, ' First is unenlightened public 
opinion and misconceptions regarding all 
ex-Communists, caused partly by justifiable 
natural suspicion, and partly by statements 
in the press and by public figures which 
are thoroughly un-Christian and lack any 


" concept of charity. Fear of loss of employ- 


ment and inability to obtain new jobs also 
prevents admission of past Communist Party 
membership. Fear of the abuse they will 
have to endure from’ former friends in the 
party and from officials and members of 
trade-unions and other groups under Com- 
munist control or influence likewise con-~ 
tributes to great reluctance to ald our coun- 
try with their knowledge. We must help 
these people overcome their fears. 

A tremendous number of former Commu- 
nists presently live in a spiritual vacuum, 
They once were driven by a militant faith 
which inspired them to perform real deeds 
of heroism for their cause. Today they have 
no positive beliefs ta motivate their lives, 
While uvdeniahiv. 
nevertheless suffer from the deep wound of 
soul caused by the shattering of all their 
once strong beliefs. We must reach out to 
help these people and in our charity toward 
them they may begin to appreciate the power" 
of our own philosophy of life. 

Two former high-ranking Communist 
leaders present here the basic ideas and aims 
of the Federation of Former Communists be-. 
ing organized largely through their efforts: 


“THE FEDERATION OF FORMER COMMUNISTS 
“(By Paul and Sylvia Crouch) ; 


“For many years we were members and 
officers of the Communist Party. During this 
time we recruited hundreds of new members. 
We devoted our entire: time and the best 
years of our lives to the Communist move- 
ment, becoming what is known as pro- 
fessional revolutionists. We did this be- 
cause we were victims of the false ideological 
appeal of Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist philos- 


ophy.. . 


“DECEIVED BY COMMUNISM 


“We believed that as Communists we were 
helping to build a better world—a paradise 
on earth and a world brotherhood of man- 
kind. Like our associates in the party lead- 
ership we believed this could be realized 
only by the physical overthrow of the Amer- 
ican Government by armed revolution and 
civil war, by establishing a dictatorship and. 
a police state on the model of the Soviet 
Government. Like other party leaders we 
saw no inconsistency in trying to achieve 
peace through civil war, love and brother- 


on ——-ond.through,.class.batred, libsty-and.frea-~- 


dom through a police state and the ruthless 
dictatorship of one party. 

“We believed in the illusions and the false 
ideology of Communism so completely and 
with such ,conviction that we were able to 
convince many others and recruit them into 
the ranks of the party. 

“GRADUAL DISILLUSIONMENT 


“Years of experience in the Communist 
leadership brought a gradual, and painful - 
disillusionment. We saw how fhe American 
Communist Party is controlled .from Moscow 
and that even William Z. Foster’ls only a rub- 
ber stamp for the Kremlin. Eventually we 
realized that a victory by Communism would 
destroy the national independence of our 
country, as it has in ‘Poland, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, and the other Soviet satel- 
lites. We learned that the party pretends 
to fight for the rights of workers and na-~ 
tional minorities only to win leadership over 
them, bring about class and race conflicts 
and create a basis for revolution and Soviet 
pover. We saw loyal Communists- ex- 
pelied from the party when they tried to . 
exercise the’ slightest degree of freedom of 
expression and differed from the Moscow 
line in any detail. After expulsion they were 


val fo. America now, they. commoan- mith hit ttle ~ocl diffovones 
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treated as social outcasts and untouchables, 
avoided by their former comrades and friends 
and even close relatives. 

“We knew that in the Soviet Union the 
members and leaders of the party who were 
even suspected of the slightest independent 
thoughts and deviation from the official line 
dictated by Stalin faced not only expulsion 
but either death or imprisonment in forced 
labor camps. We knew that most of Lenin’s 
closest asscciates perished in the purges. 
From friends returning from the Soviet. 
Union we learned of lower standards of living 
for the Russian people. 

“We knew strikes in the U. S. S. R. would 
have been punished by death, that no one 
could go from one job to another without 
permission and that workers were slaves of 
the state. We could not avoid the fact that 
the economic system in the Soviet Union is 
in reality state capitalism, and the govern-~ 
ment of the country is-an oligarchy, existing 
only through force and terror. We learned 
that fascism and communism have much in 


“From these facts we could not avoid the 
‘ultimate conclusion that a world-wide con- 
quest by Communism would mean not 
only temporary but the permanent aboli- 
tion of personal freedom, that it would re- 
sult in a dark age and the destruction of the 
real foundations of our civilization. , 

“Painfully we faced the truth that we had 
helped build a Frankenstein. : 


“BREAKING WITH COMMUNISM PAINFUL 
“It was not easy to reach a decision to 


' break with Communism. We knew that our 


many, personal friends in the party would 
regard us as traitors. There was an element 
of personal danger, in view of.our extensive 
inside knowledge of the party organization 
and its underground apparatus. Farmer 
Communists in this and other countries 
have-been murdered by Soviet secret police 
agents. One was our former personal friend, 
Juliet Stuart Poyntz. , : 
“Finally, in spite of all personal ties and 
in.face of the knowledge the party would 
never let us live in peace, we broke with. 
the Communist movement in 1942. This 
break was made only after years.of dis- 
tressing disillusionment and soul searching. 
“When we left the party we became, part 
of a vast unorganized army of ex-Commu~ 
nists. In the United States alone there are 
more than 200,000 people who once belonged ° 
to the party—some for only a brief period 
and others for years. Some became dis- 
jilusioned and broke with Communism ¢@ 
quarter of a century ago; others quit only 
yesterday. Since the outbreak of the cold 


War" Conimunist"Prarty membership” has de= 


clined at the rate of 5,000 to 10,000 per year 
and now numbers only 40,000 dues-paying 
members. 

“A few score of us have told the Govern~- 
ment and the public many vital facts about 
the Communist movement, and our testi- 
mony. has resulted. in the detection and con- 
viction of some espionage agents and the 
public exposure of others, 


“EX-COMMUNISTS HAVE SPECIAL USEFULNESS 


“The ex-Communists naturally rank among 
fine very best informed anti-Communists in 
the country. Through personal experience, 
we know both the power of Communism’s 
false ideological appeal and the efficiency of 
its world-wide apparatus. We know «that 
Communism is a real and imminent threat, 
and that unless the democratic countries 
take quick and efficient steps they will face 
defeat and destruction. 

“Every individual in America who ever be- 
longed to the Communist Party, whether for 
i month or for 20 years, has knowledge now 
vital to our national defense. The collec- 


tive knowledge of the 200,000 ex-Commu- 
nists could expose every party cell and 
identify every member, including the under- 
ground and espionage units. 
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“Most of the present members-of the Com- 
munist Party were recruited by former mem- 
bers and leaders who have escaped from the 
chains of Red ideology. It is true that so- 
cial ties between the present members and 
those who broke with the Red god, Stalin, 
no longer exist. We know how we once re-~ 
garded those who had left the ranks of the 
party. Then we looked upon them as trai- 
tors. Today we are regarded as traitors by 
many of our former comrades who are still 
loyal to Stalin. Nevertheless, there are 
means to take the ideological fight against 
Communism right into the ranks of the party 
itself. We know well the monotonous 
phrases and hackneyed cliches used by the 
Kremlin agents, and we can answer with 
truth the propaganda of the Daily Worker 
and other Communist publications. 


“COMMUNISTS CAN BE WON OVER 


“Counterpropaganda can be very effective 
at this time, when every party member faces 
the last hour decision between treason to 
his own nation or a decisive break with the 
Communist movement. All party members 


realized only by the violent overthrow of 
the American Government through civil war, 
with the aid of the Red Army, and that it is 
impossible to have a majority of the workers 
before the revolution. (See pp. 19 to 21 
of Problems of Leninism, by Stalin, and page 
55 of Stalin’s Foundations of Leninism.) 
There is a vast difference between dabbling 
in or being absorbed by Communist theory 
and the actual physical steps to put it into 
practice—acts such as arson or setting off 
explosions in factories, placing time bombs 
on ships or planes, etc. Party members who 
have accepted without question the theory 
that in war they must work for the “defeat 
of our own country” and for “the victory 
of the Soviet Union” now face the fact that 
to carry this out they must engage in es- 
pionage and sabotage. 

“There is a chance for hundreds and even 
thousands of people still in the Communist 
Party to get out during these last hours, 
They will bring with them much informa- 
tion of great importance to our country, 
‘Their knowledge will save many lives and re~ 
‘duce the threat of a world-wide shooting war 
‘by reducing Stalin’s potential for fifth-col- 
umn activities. 


“EX-COMMUNISTS NEED ORGANIZATION 


“During the past 2 years we have talked 
with scores of former Communists through- 
out the United States. Without exception 
there has been agreement that we need an 
organization to coordinate our services and 
to use our collective knowledge of commu- 
nism and the party apparatus in the inter- 
est of national security. ~There has ‘been 
unanimous agreement. that an organization, 
a Federation of Former Communists, could 
perform hundreds of services in behalf of 
our country and the free world. A few such 
services would be to— 

“1, Coordinate our collective knowledge 
of the Communist Party membership, objec- 
tives, and methods, and place this informa- 
tion at the disposal of appropriate Govern- 
ment agencies, and aid the Government i 
finding witnesses who could help uncove 
espionage, conspiracy, etc. 

“2. Take the fight against Communism 
into the very ranks of the party by obtain- 
ing mailing lists of present party members 
and.sending them literature exposing Com- 
munism all the way from its theoretical su- 
perstructure to the practical tricks for cap- 
turing control of unions, urging them to 
break with Moscow, and help defend our 
country by either leaving the party and 
openly repudiating it or by staying inside 
and contacting the federation or the proper 
Government agencies, 

“3. Give encouragement and practical aid 
and advice to disillusioned Communists who 
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wish to leave the party and join the side of 
national loyalty, democracy, and freedom, 

“4. Use the knowledge and experience of 
former party members and leaders in giving 
authoritative unalysis of Communist litera- 
ture and the practical moves concealed be- 
hind Communist ideological language, for 
the benefit of the Government and the pub- 
lic, and especially the trade-unions. 

“5. Cooperate with trade-unions and man-" 
agement, veterans, civic and other groups in 
protecting the jobs of Government wit- 
nesses and others who come out publicly in 
exposing Communist activities; and as far 
as possible in preventing economic loss and 
physical suffering by former Communists 
who have broken with the Eremlin. 

“6. Recommend qualified speakers for 
public meetings on Communism and teachers 
for schools engaged in study of the subject 
(such as the Institute on Communism at 
Duquesne University, Pittsburgh). 

“7, Gather information on subversive or- 
ganizations in every part of the country and 
spot every Communist front from its first 
move, gather data on Communist infiltra-

United Electrical Workers and the anti-Communist Int'l Union of Electrical’ 
Workers because both have the same objectives. Mr BOULWARE wrote: "We dis— 
approve of them both, and our disapproval is EQUAL in the case of each." He 
also stated that "a plague on both your houses" is G E's official policy. 





THE ANTI-—COMMUNISTS' DILEMMA. Anti-Communists oppose party members 
and front supporters and want to destroy their power to help CP. They also 
want to encourage these people to make conclusive breaks with the party.

‘ew +. " KAZAN described the unit's activities, tactics and objectives, told 
how it had tried to gain a foothold in Actors Equity Assn and control of the 
‘" Group Theatre. He named theatrical fronts he had worked in as a party mem~ 
ber and described what he did in these fronts. 
| He said he guit CP in 1936 because he was fed up with the party's 
- "regimentation", thought control and violation of democratic principles. 
He said he never joined a front after leaving the party, although he 
was asked to-join dozens of them. He admitted, however, that he might have 
allowed a few organizations he "suspected" to use his.name because even though 
he "hated" the Communists he believed the cause they were furthering was a 
good one. He said he now sees that. this reasoning was wrong. 
A one-quarter page statement was published in NY Times sipieinias 
KAZAN's association with the CP...and denouncing the party. The statement 
contained telling. truths about Communists... It. would help the anti-Communist 
cause greatly if they were universally recognized.

But on. the other side of the picture: There's a lot of pressure on 
Hollywood and prominent figures in the colony with Communist records. 


KAZAN has a ‘contract for over $2,000,000. with 20th Century-Fox. His 
reported CP front connections have been publicized in several places (inclu- 
ding this newsletter) since he first testified... He.would have. brought more 
unfavorable publicity to Hollywood and 20th Century-Fox. when his testimony 
was made public if he had remained an uncooperative. witness. It might have 
developed that his employer would have to release him...and then face a suit 
by KAZAN to collect the huge unpaid portion of his contracted salary. 


How much pressure was exerted on KAZAN to change his mind? And as 
long aS pressure was exerted, how heartfelt is his change? 


KAZAN testified that CP "emphatically" failed to take over the Group 
Theatre. But Group Theatre has been officially cited as a front and CP press 
referred to it as part of its "revolutionary theatre". 

He said CP failed in this endeavor because Group Theatre was in the 
hands of. "non-Communists",..HAROLD CLURMAN, LEE STRASBERG and CHERYL CRAWFORD. 

But all three have. significant CP front records.. Was KAZAN offering 
an uncalled. for whitewash of these. people...just as he appeared to be doing 
when he stated that CLIFFORD ODETS had assured" him that he, too, had quit 
the CP years ago? ODETS is still plugging CP fronts. 

KAZAN's statement comes very late. And in spite of fact that he has 
had an "abiding hatred" of Communism since 1936 he has helped Communists... 
and never joined any organization formed specifically to combat Communism. 

“What attitude should you take toward KAZAN? His case can be argued 
pro and con.

He 
said it:had been in existence for about 30 years and that it was "non~poli- 
tical" and had members of "all shades" of-political opinion. 

- And while defending this group, BEZOZO attacked the Chinese Consoli- 
dated Benevolent Assn. He said it operated as a "super-Government, a ruling 
group...of alleged super patriots", and that it was "a disgrace to the ideals 
and principles of the American Government",

of sixty Chinese-American organizations. It truly se acca the opinion of 
the great majority of Chinese—Americans.

The Judges and the Judged. 
By Merle Miller. 
Doubleday. 220 pp. $2.50. 


More 1n sorrow than in anger, 
Murray Kempton concluded his dev- 
astating review of this book in the 


New York Post by saying: “The 
American Civil Liberties Union is an 


organization which deserves well of 


all of us; it can be excused one 
clinker.” If Mr. Kempton had re- 
membered the ACLU’s last major 
effort of this sort, its report on the 
rioting at Peekskill, he would have 
been honest enough to call the Miller 
book a “second clinker.” 

As a member of the board of 
directors of the ACLU—a minority 
member in this instance—I do not 
think it should be forgiven. The 
ACLU’s great value lies in its being, 
as it has been for so long, a disinter- 
ested voice of conscience. Wheri a 
discernible pattern of error in its 
works begins to skew it in one direc- 
tion, its friends must call it to ac- 
count or see its value lost. 

In accumulating its tremendous 
store of good will, the ACLU was 
always careful to fight the vigilante’s 
passion with the law, the dema- 
gogue’s rhetoric with the facts, and 
the half-lie with the whole truth. 
Such methods have been its hallmark 
of integrity. 

As long as the ACLU steered by 
these concepts, no group pursuing a 
special interest could count it as 
either an ally or an enemy. The 
ACLU fought against Henry Ford 
when he libeled the Jews. Then it 
fought for Henry Ford when an in- 
terpretation of the Wagner Act de- 
prived him of his freedom of speech. 
It fought for unions which were in- 
timidated in the exercise of their 
rights, and against those same unions 
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when they abused the power they had 
won. Negro and Jewish organizations 
have had the strong support of the 
ACLU when they fought against dis- 
crimination; they have met the 
ACLU in opposition when they 
sought discrimination against white 
supremacists or anti-Semites. To be a 
real civil libertarian, without being 
politically castrate; is a searing

masochistic ordeal as you fight with 
impartiality for the rights of crack- 
pots, Klansmen, Fascists and Commu- 
nists. 

If it is to be heard in these clam- 
orous times, a voice of , conscience 
must speak louder. It is understand- 
able that it may even become, on 
occasion, a little strident. But when 
it gives tongue to the half-truth and 
the half-lie, it has been touched with 
hysteria. It is no longer a voice of 


conscience. It is no longer the ACLU 


which lived and thrived solely on 


honor. And it is not to be excused. 

It is only because Merle Miller’s 
book is a report commissioned and 
issued by the ACLU that it is worth 
taking seriously. Otherwise, it could 
be dismissed as just about what could 
be expected from a man grown firm- 
er in a view he expressed in 1947: 
“The real threat to veterans, to the 
United States, to the world, is not 
from the Left but from the Right.” 
Such a man could be expected to find 


- what is for. him a mountain of evi- 


dence that the right-wingers blacklist 
those they disapprove of in radio and 
television, but to find—in his words 
—“‘not a single instance of such 
proof” showing Communists black- 
listing their enemies. —_ 

But this book appears under ACLU 
sponsorship, and in a_ generous 
acknowledgement Miller credits Alan 
Reitman, Assistant Director of the 
ACLU, with valuable assistance in 
its research and writing. If that were 
not so, one could conceive of some 
of those victimized by this book 
coming to the ACLU for help. 

For example: Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz protested the appearance of 
Jean Muir on a radio program. As a 
result of a number of such protests 
to General Foods, the program’s spon- 
sor, NBC, and Young & Rubicam, 
Miss Muir was paid the full amount 
due her under her contract but not 
allowed to work. But the right of any 
and all to protest, regardless of their 
object or motive, has long been 
maintained and supported by the 
ACLU as a fundamental civil liberty. 
The ACLU has often distinguished 
itself in the past for defending this 
right for individuals whose motives 
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were thoroughly abhorrent to it. 

But the ACLU’s book attacks and 
smears Rabbi Schultz for exercising 
his right of protest. It smears him 
by stating baldly that he said, “ADA 
fAmericans for Democratic Action] 
is really more dangerous than Com- 
munism.” Now, first of all, the ACLU 
has based its creed on taking no in- 
terest in people’s private political 
opinions; and, second, Rabbi Schultz 
never said any such thing. 

Others who might, if the ACLU 
was not the prosecutor, seek the 
. ACLU’s help against persecution are 
the publishers of Red Channels. Re- 
member, the ACLU was not expected 
to approve the contents of any of the 
books it fought for. It has battled 


with postal authorities who wanted to 


suppress publications as obscene,- 


with right-wing groups which wanted 
to suppress left-wing literature, with 
left-wing groups which wanted to 
suppress right-wing literature. Re- 
cently, it rejected a proposal by Nor- 
- man Thomas, a member of the ACLU 
board, that it protest the’ use in 
schools of veactionary pamphlets 
which equated Socialism with Com- 
munism. What a book says or fails 
to say is not a civil-liberties issue. 
In its attack on Red Channels, 
which is almost the whole of Merle 
Miller’s report, the ACLU departs 
from its principles. And, as in the 
case of Rabbi Schultz, the departure 
is fatal. It leads to everything the 
ACLU has itself condemned: anony- 
mous charges, half-truths, distortions 
and lies. Is the case of civil libertar- 
ians against blacklisting in radio 
and television really so weak that it 
will not stand without being hoked 
up? Or is the ACLU no longer the 
advocate of old who could argue it? 
Red Channels is a book which lists 
the alleged organizational connec- 
' tions of 150 people in radio and tele- 
vision. The ACLU found it being 
used as a blacklist, even though one 
‘member of the ACLU board, the 
legal representative for some of the 
people listed in Red Channels, says 
that everybody in the book except 
Miss Muir is now working. On what 


does the ACLU base the finding that 
Red Channels is being used as a 
blacklist? On the testimony of un- 
named individuals whom Miller and 
Reitman say they interviewed, prom- 
ising them anonymity. 

If the ACLU has not been the 
first, it has certainly been the most 
articulate foe of anonymous accusa- 
tion and testimony. It has held, on 
logic and on principle, that the 
accuser who was masked was an 
irresponsible witness. In standing for 
the right of confrontation, it has 
maintained that anonymous testi- 
mony is worthless. Yet the case of the 
ACLU against Red Channels rests on 
anonymous testimony. 

Not the whole case. Some of it 
rests on even worse grounds. One of 
the most serious charges the ACLU 
makes against Red Channels is that 
the compromising associations given 
for those listed are not recent, the 
implication being that until 1945 we 
were allied with Russia in fighting 
Hitler and many innocents were 
sucked into joining Communist or 
Communist-dominated organizations. 
The report states: “One actor’s most 
recent listing was 1938; many had 
no listing after 1941; a sizable mi- 
nority, none after 1945.” 

The truth is that every name in 
Red Channels has a listing after 
1938. The “many” with no listing 
after 1941 amount to exactly three. 
The “sizable minority” with none 


after 1945 amount to just two more. . 


For 1946, 11 of those named have 
listings; for 1947, 17; for 1948, 24, 
for 1949, 74; and for 1950, in April 
of which year Red Channels went to 
the printers, there are 19 listings. 
That statement appears to be a 
whole lie. Another such is fabricated 
to support the-equally serious charge 
that Red Channels -left out available 
information that some of its listees 
took positions distasteful to the Com- 
munist party. On this point, the 
ACLU report states: “In the booklet 
itself, of the 151 [sic] persons named, 
only two are credited with such ac- 
tivity.” It names two of the listees: 
Alfred Drake, who made a statement 





reported in the N. Y. World-Tele- 
gram, and John Garfield, whose ap- 
proval of the Marshall Plan was re- 
ported in the Sunday Mirror. 

But in its listing of Lisa Sergio, 
Red Channels records a New York 
Sun report that she withdrew from 
the Scientific and Cultural Confer- 
ence for World Peace at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in March 1949, And 
the most recent listing in Red Chan- 
nels for William S. Gailmor reports 
that he became a supporter of Tito. 

‘There is the same deception in the 
ACLU’s report as it concerns itself 
with how many listings appear after 
each name; with the relations be- 
tween J. Edgar Hoover and Theo- 
dore C. Kirkpatrick, one of the pub- 
lishers of Red Channels; and with a 
number of other matters which, while 
of lesser substantive importance, are 
of great significance in creating the 
insidious impression that gray is 
black. 

There is, for example, what for a 
report on radio and_ television 
amounts to reaching way out into 
left field, when the case of Angus 
Cameron and Little, Brown is 
brought in. To show Kirkpatrick’s 
nefarious operations, the report cites 
a special issue of his newsletter, 
Counterattack, which charged that 
Cameron, a Little, Brown director 
and editor, had a pro-Communist - 
slant. The ACLU should not be 
arguing this point with Kirkpatrick, 
but with a member of its own na- 
tional committee who publicly broke 
his publishing contract with Little, 
Brown because of Angus Cameron’s 
politics. 

Murray Kempton notes this same 
point in his Post review and goes on 
to say: 


“Having concealed the whole 
truth, Miller passes into a further 
extension of the implied untruth. 
Throughout the book there runs 
the strong implication that a man 
who signed a letter praising the 
Soviet Union after the Moscow 
trials has no reason to apologize. 
There is even the implication that 
the Red Channels listees are the 
flower of humanity and radio 
artistry.” 
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That is so. To show the. dreadful 
effect of Red Channels, the ACLU 
report quotes from one of its anony- 
mous sources, identified only as a 
vice-president of a network: 


“If I were picking .a writer for 
a documentary, I’d pick the best 
writer for the job. However, if 
there were two writers available, 
both about equal in talent, and 
one was in the little book and one 
wasn’t, I’d take the one that 
wasn’t. I’d feel the same way 
when it came to choosing the cast. 
That’s just common sense.” | 
As Mr. Kempton has pointed out, 
the position implied by the ACLU is 
that, talent equal, it is the one listed 
in Red Channels who should be 
hired. That, I submit, is a long dis- 
tance from where the ACLU used to 
stand. When its devotion was to civil 
liberties and civil liberties only, it 
would have said: “Between two 
people of equal ability, toss a coin.” 
And it would not have implied it, but 
stated it without equivocation. 
What has happened to the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union? I think it 
may be on its way to being possessed 


-——by_the hysteria it sees in its enemies 


and does not recognize in itself. I 
think McCarthyism may be stamped- 
ing it into deserting its principles. 
Yet none of the issues raised for 
civil libertarians by McCarthyism are 
new. Many times before in its 35- 


year history, the ACLU has fought 
the good fight on questions of acad- 


emic freedom, blacklisting, radical- 
ism, free speech, loyalty oaths, em- 
ployment rights, and unpopular opin- 
ion. Thus far, what is known as Mc- 
Carthyism has developed nothing 
which history can conceivably weigh 
as equal to the raids of A. Mitchell 
Palmer, the Sacco-Vanzetti case, and 
the judicial finding that a crime was 
committed when John T. Scopes 
taught Darwin’s theory of evolution 
in the State of Tennessee. 

The ACLU as an organization is 
far from being a casualty of Mc- 
Carthyism. Despite its bulletins as- 
serting that civil liberties are in 
eclipse, it has more members than 
ever before. Jt has more funds in its 
treasury than at any time in its past; 
it has a larger staff, paid salaries 
which would have been considered 


‘fantastic in Roger Baldwin’s day; 


and it undertakes more activities now 
than ever before. 

What the ACLU may lose to Mc- 
Carthyism is its probity. And that is 
certainly more important than its 
continued existence as a fat bureau- 
cratic relic. 

Diana Trilling, in her Avril 28 
essay for THe New Leaper on Ber- 
trand Russell, makes the point that 
that group of liberals who were 
clear-eyed about Fascism but astig- 
matic on Communism are today 
rallying around the issue of civil lib- 
erties. But, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, civil liberties is for them 


only a political tactic. It is the slogan 
under which whoever wants to pur- 
sue the fight against Communism can 
be attacked as a McCarthyite. 

This tide seems to be running so — 
strong that it has pulled the ACLU 
off its course. 

The Communists and the anti-anti- 
Communists are intent on making 
McCarthy the total symbol of anti- 
Communism. It is they who foster the 


’ fear that freedom dies when Commu- 


nists are called Communists and are 
required to assume responsibility for 
being Communists. It is they who 
foster the idea that the nation is in 
the grip of hysteria. A recent ACLU 
membership appeal ‘opens by declar- 
ing: “You have.a stake in the ACLU’s 
fight against the hysteria under 
which independent thinkers are con- 
demned as Communists. . . .” What 
independent thinkers? Owen Latti- 
more? John Howard Lawson? Dirk 
J. Struik? Angus Cameron? That is 
hysteria. And, like Miller’s report, it 
is a departure from those civil-liber- 
ties principles which did not defend 
Fascists on the sleazy ground that 
they were not really Fascists, but de- 
fended them because Fascists, too, 
have rights. 

Unless the ACLU finds its way 
back to first principles,- true liberal- 
ism in America will have suffered a 
grievous loss.

Mr _ and Mrs PAUL F SCHNUR of San Francisco received a letter in this 
initial shipment. It came from their son, PAUL Jr, who had been a prisoner 
of war for over a year...since Dec l, 1950. 

The letter spoke well of the Chinese and Korean Communists. SGHNUR 
said he and his fellow prisoners were going to have a fine Christmas holiday, 
a four-day celebration, "but it would have been better being home". The 
"Chinese volunteers" were giving them presents and "apples, nuts and candy... 
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fried chicken," etc..."I know there will be many people in the States who will 


not be eating as well as we". 

SCHNUR had been reading a lot of Chinese literature (Communist, of 
course —- Ed), he said,.and wrote that he was "beginning to understand the 
Chinese better, and I wish I could help them". 

U_S_ wire services...and the press generally...picked up the letter 
and reprinted it widely. It received much publicity...even though it obvi- 
ously contained blatant Communist propaganda.

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How many converts to their cause have these men made among other 


US prisoners of war? While some letters from POW's which contain obvious 
Communist propaganda have probably been written under duress, others have 
undoubtedly been written freely. The writers of these letters, if not Com 
munists when they surrendered, have been converted by their captors or by 
fellow POW's who are Communists and fellow travelers. 

All POW's are under a certain amount of duress. Isolated from all 
contacts with the outside world, and given only the distorted news that the 
Communists want them to get, they can be influenced in varying degrees by 
clever propagandists. 


If an exchange of prisoners in Korea is arranged and these men are 


returned to US, some of them will be used to form the Communist ex—prisoner 
of war front, which will have chapters in all parts of the country. 

This front will be an especially effective instrument of Communist 
propaganda. Its members will be able to speak with authority on horrors 
of war and on virtues of Chinese and Korean Communists. Their propaganda 
will be very telling on parents who are getting tired of what they believe 
is a fruitless war in Korea and who naturally dislike toe idea of their sons 
gOing to fight in foreign lands.

But by care-— 
ful screening and re-education of POW's returned to US, the Armed Services 
will at least be able to cut down the number of men‘who will be sucked into 

.or will knowingly join...this front. 

And most careful screening possible of all men sent to Korea in the 
future must also be made...in order to cut down the potential strength of this 
contemplated PONS nigra ewe ae agency. 


NY TIMES IS AGAIN USED TO PLUG MOSCOW'S LINE. The letters—to—-—the- 
editor column of NY Times is probably most influential in US. It receives 
many letters...but can publish only those it considers the best, 

US was equated with Nazi govt of Hitler in letter NY Times chose 
to publish last week. Logical inference of this was that all honest, right— 
minded Americans should therefore oppose their Govt (as Communists do). 

Letter protested bombings which totally destroyed Cities in North 
- Korea. The letter writer, a doctor, in comparing U S to-totalitarian fascist 
dictatorships because of the bombings, said he was utterly appalled by fact 
that in one day the U N Air Force "has killed and maimed more people than I 
can cure in my whole life as a doctor", 

This was clever Communist propaganda...even if Secu ious ancuiene. 
During World War II Allied Air Forces killed many more people in one day 
than DOZENS OF DOCTORS could cure in their lifetime. This is characteristic 
of any large-scale war fought with modern weapons. 


But how many Times readers didn't think of that simply because they 


weren't looking for subtle Communist propaganda in NY Times? 

"[_say it is time to stop these dreadful tactics, these horrible 
bombings. There is not a decent person in America or in the whole world 
who does not condemn them. Are we to lose the support of every thinking 
person the world over?", the doctor asked.- 


That humanitarian, idealistic line was clever and persuasive... 


even if it contained a false statement and a false insinuation. 








And it was persuasive and clever because it was written by Dr 
JOSEPH B FURST, who is now teaching a course on "Science of Society" at the 
Communist Party's Jefferson School of Social Science. The school catalogue 
outlines the course as follows: 

"The basic principles of Marxism, studied in relation to current 
economic and political problems. What is capitalism, imperialism, fascism? 
What is the class struggle; how did it arise and what is the direction of 
its development? What causes wars?..." 


FURST has also lectured on psychiatry at Jefferson School. He has 


- lectured for Marxist Cultural society and written for Communist Party publi- 


cations like "Masses & Mainstream". The only times people have been turned 
away from lectures at Jefferson School because of space limitations have 
been when FURST was lecturing on Marxism and psychiatry. 

But FURST has much better reason to be pleased with the NY Times 
"lecture" than with his lectures at Jefferson School. He reached a much 
wider audience through the Times...and it was a non-Communist audience that

"City Hospital" is a CBS-TV dramatic show sponsored by Carter's Little Liver 
Pills (alternate Tuesdays, 9-9:30 PM, EDT). 

CURT CONWAY directs this program. CONWAY was a defender of the Mos— 
cow purge trials of 1938, which were staged as a legal excuse for the liquida- 
tion or imprisonment of all actual or potential dissidents to the absolute 
dictatorship of Stalin in Russia. 

CONWAY opposed the investigation of Communist infiltration in Holly- 
wood in 1947 and signed an ad (published in a Hollywood trade paper) which 
said House Committee on Un-American Activities should be abolished. Ad also 
acclaimed all those who fought the investigation as upholders of the "finest 
traditions" of US. It was. sponsored by Actors Division of the Progressive 
Citizens of America, a CP front. 

CONWAY: has been a member of Radio Division of Nat'l Council of Arts, 
oclences and Professions (NCASP), the CP's top cultural front. He had a role 
in NCASP's production of "The Journey of Simon McKeever", which was staged at 
Carnegie Hall in 1949. Play was written by ALBERT MALTZ, one of the Hollywood 
Ten who went to jail for contempt of Congress. Photostats of his CP member— 
ship cards were produced in 1947 investigation and five witnesses identified 
him as a CP member in last year's investigation. 

CURT CONWAY is listed as a member of the staff of the Drama Lab, the 
dramatic school whose teaching staff is loaded with Communists and supporters 
of the party's fronts (see COUNTERATTACK, Jan 4, 1952, pp 1&2). 


RALPH ALSWANG is asst scene designer for "City Hospital". Like CON-

_ gust last year ALSWANG was advertised as a lecturer at the School 
of the Theatre run by People's Drama, which is openly referred to by the OCP - 
as its own theatre group. 

And MARTIN RITT was featured in role on the "City Hospital" program 
this week. In 1947 he helped several CP~controlled locals of the Retail, 
Wholesale and Dept Store Union stage their annual. show. 

Like CONWAY, RITT has backed the NCASP. He was a sponsor of its 
Waldorf "Peace" Conference in 1949. 

And with ALSWANG, he was billed last year as a lecturer at the CP's 
own theatre training center...the school run by People's Drama.

A clue to the answer has been given by former FBI undercover man 
HERBERT A PHILBRICK in his book, "I-Led Three Lives". In discussing Commu~ 
nist Party (CP) activity during the period immediately preceding the trial of 
the 11 now-convicted CP leaders in 1949, he wrote: 

"Our instructions were to leave a skeleton force in the Progressive 
Party", to concentrate on the Communist—-run Civil Rights Congress "and on 
the liberal, non-—Communist Civil Liberties Union". 

"tWe (the CP) have always kept'a token representation in the Civil 
Liberties Union,' we were told. -Now we" must’ strengthen. our. ties with this 
organization...' Pro-group members (secret members of GP's professional 
units ~— Ed. ) were especially valuable in this infiltration drive because 
of the respectable front of non—Communism which all of them maintained. We 
were given secret orders. Mine were to join the ranks of the Civil Rights. 
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Congress. Others were given similar instructions concerning the American 
Civil Liberties Union. The move into the ACLU angered me. The organization 
was well known as a powerful liberal influence on the American scene. With 
underground Communists hard at work within the group there was acute danger 
of its complete subversion. The trail of the Communist party in the United 
States is strewn with the bones of such organizations which have been infil- 
trated, sucked dry, and then cast aside." 

On the basis of PHILBRICK's testimony it is easy to see how Com— 
munists exerted pressure on ACLU to publish a dishonest report that favored 
Stalin's Fifth Column in the U S. 

ACLU accepts Communists as members...so it was obviously infiltrated 
already...and PHILBRICK shows that CP ordered many more of its members to 
join the ACLU in 1949. It was well packed by the time "RED CHANNELS” was 
published in June, 1950. 
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Publication of "RED CHANNELS" set off a new Communist propaganda 
and agitation campaign against COUNTERATTACK. There was”a flood of anti- 
COUNTERATTACK and anti~"RED CHANNELS" front meetings. At the 1950 CP con— 
vention, V J JEROME, the party's deputy cultural commissar, boasted of prog- 
ress of the campaign and gave a directive for intensifying it as a part of 

the conspiracy's united front drive for "peace". 

| ACLU was actually being drawn into this united front without the 
knowledge of most of its members. Its "investigation" and the publication 
of the book were a part of CP's united front movement. It was brought about 
by pressure of Communists within the organization and those outside it. 

This Communist maneuver succeeded because ACLU's board, though it has 
a small, alert anti-Communist minority, is made up preponderantly of "anti- 
anti-Communists" and confused liberals ae fell for the scheme. 








ACLU was a "transmission belt"! of the Communist Party, EARL BROWDER, 


then-Sec'y of CP, testified before a Congressional Committee in 1939. By a 
"transmission belt" BROWDER meant any organization which the CP could use to 
get its its line across to non—Communists. WM Z FOSTER, present chairman of 
the CP, and ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, CP leader now on trial for conspiracy in 


'- NY, both served on ACLU's National Committee in 1930's. 


ACLU supposedly banned Communists from its governing bodies and 
staff in 1940. But CORLISSXLAMONT, who has been identified as a. Communist, 
is a member of its bd of d#rectors. Some others on the board and on tts ae 
national committee have long, continuing CP front records. 





ACLU has sometimes been called "the watchdog of civil rights" in 
the US. It has frequently gone to bat for the underdog with good results. 
But so many of its recent stands have favored Communists under mis— 
leading, if not actually dishonest, smokescreen "civil liberties" phrases and 
slogans, that there is good reason to question whether it actually stands for 
true liberty or has become a defense! instrument for totalitarian subversion. 
There is now a deep split among members of ACLU's bd of directors 
on Communist issues, Publication ofi:"THe Judges and the Judged" and the re- 
view by PITZELE will probably hasten:'a showdown. 
The future of the ACLU _is at stake in the showdown. The ACLU can 
continue as a "fat bureaucratic relic" of itself (to use PITZELE's words) 
and a rather pliable tool of the CP..Or it may yet regain its former status 
as a non-partisan defender of civil Liberties.

MARCH's statement raises some interesting questions: FIELD was 
Sec'y of IPR ty 1939. -He wrote the letter from NYCity to another IPR worker, 
Miss MARGARET RATAYLOR, who later-married...and more recently divorced...the 
son of EDWARD C CARTER, then executive head of IPR in US. Miss TAYLOR was 
in Chicago on the Way to West Coast to raise money for IPR. 

FIELD's letter was a "progress report" to her on his success in 
getting Hollywood contacts through whom she might be able to raise money. 

it was very important that FIELD's information be accurate. And 
he gave Miss TAYLOR the names of several people he said MARCH had suggested. 
In reference to one he wrote: "March told me to use his name in approach— 
ing this lady, that she -was a close personal friend of his wife and himself, 








,and that she knew all the progressive people in the movie industry."

The beginning of FIELD's letter read, in part, as follows: 

"Tl am sorry to say that the best I was able to do with Frederic 
March was a very lengthy long-distance telephone conversation. He could not 
have been more cordial but I naturally regret that I did not have a chance to 
sit down and tell him in a great deal more detail than I could over the tele— 
phone what we were ‘driving at. It turned out that he was leaving with his 
wife on a motor trip to the South. yesterday and, incidentally that I could 
not have ‘seen him at the theatre if I had stayed over on Friday evening." 


That corroborates MARCH's statement that he was appearing in a play 
in NY at the time. The long distance telephone call is explained in the 
letter... FIELD wrote that he had called MARCH "from my famous New Hartford 
party line". FIELD was out of NYCity for the weekend. 

But FIELD's letter-is outright contradiction of MARCH's statement 
that he has never spoken to FIELD on the telephone. 

It was in FIELD's interest to tell’ the truth in the letter because 
it was important to the IPR's fund-raising activities. In addition, the 
letter shows an apparent knowledge of MARCH's professional AND personal 
aGtivities by its reference to the theatre and MARCH's motor trip to the 
South with his wife (FLORENCE ELDRIDGE). 

MARCH's statement challenges the truth of evidence the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee has introduced in its IPR investigation. To 
forestall later challenges to the accuracy of the investigation and the 
methods used-in it, it would seem advisable for the committee to call MARCH 
as a witness and get to the bottom of these conflicting statements.

The Nation Associates, publishers of the magazine, had distributed 
throughout the US an invitation—program that billed presidential candidate 
sen ESTES KEFAUVER (D-Tenn) as principal speaker...and Gov THEODORE R Mc— 
KELDIN, of Maryland, as another speaker. . 

It listed among sponsors of the affair: Prof DIRK J STRUIK of Mass 
Institute of Technology; HENRY PRATT FAIRCHILD, ee emeritus of N Y Univ; 
poet LANGSTON HUGHES, novelist THOMAS MANN, Bishop ARTHUR W MOULTON and 
others with Communist and Communist front records. 

cen KEFAUVER reveals he never accepted invitation to speak at The 
Nation's dinner-—forum and actually declined to do so. Mrs KATHRYN STONE, 
vice-chrmn of the Kefauver Nat'l Committee, declares that in view of these 
facts, she considers it "very, very unethical" for The Nation to announce the 
Senator as principal speaker at the affair. 

Gov McKELDIN of Maryland, too, never cConsented to speak at the 
dinner, The Nation billed him as a key speaker without his consent and be— 
fore he had even seen the invitation. He was abroad when it arrived and, 
when contacted on the matter, declined to speak at the dinner. 





WM GREEN, Pres of AFL, has withdrawn as co-chairman of dinner. (In

FREDRIC MARCH DENIES TRUTH OF FREDERICK VANDERBILT FIELD LETTER. 
In its issue of April 4, COUNTERATTACK mentioned a letter introduced in evi- 
dence when FREDERICK VANDERBILT FIELD testified before Senate Internal Secu- 
rity Committee in investigation of Institute of Pacific Relations (IPR). 

Letter was written by FIELD in 1939. In it he referred to a long- 
distance telephone talk he had had with actor FREDRIC MARCH about raising 
funds for IPR in Hollywood. FIELD wrote that MARCH kept mentioning the name 
of BIBERMAN "all through the conversation" and the name was "very familiar" 
to him (FIELD) although he could not recall in what connection. 

COUNTERATTACK said that "BIBERMAN" was screenwriter HERBERT BIBER- 
MAN who, a decade later, was one of the so-called Hollywood Ten, all of whom 
went to jail for contempt of Congress. BIBERMAN has since been identified 
as a CP member by several witnesses. COUNTERATTACK explained FIELD's failure 
to know BIBERMAN then by fact that his activities had been limited chiefly to 
the East Coast while BIBERMAN was SHlollywood figure. It also said MARCH was 
in Hollywood at that time and so knew who BIBERMAN was.

ARE BROADCASTING NETWORKS REQUIRED BY LAW TO HIRE SUBVERSIVES? The 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC) in Washington did an amazing thing 
last week, according to a FULTON LEWIS JR broadcast.

The ACLU made its position clear. The petition stated: 
“Radio-TV actors, writers, et al, should be tested for employment.

The petition.charged that the networks and stations named had dem~ 
onstrated "lack of qualification" to hold licenses because they had black— 

.listed persons on political grounds. It asked FCC to refuse renewal of their 
licenses "except.upon the exaction of sworn promises" that they would stop 
this so-called blacklisting. 

_ «in other words: NOTHING CAN BE DONE“by any broadcasting station or 
network to halt or impede infiltration of a key and most sensitive communica~ 
tions medium by Fifth Columnist actors, writers, technicians, etc, operating 
on the orders of Moscow. 

Communists and fellow travelers must have.free rein to carry on their 
efforts to use the broadcasting industry to finance the Communist Party (CP), 
glamorize the party's members and fellow travelers. (and its fronts), and lay” 
the groundwork for the use of the industry against U-S if war comes. 

A group of Cornell Univ students demonstrated how the last named 
could be done. Last week they seized control of the university radio station 
and broadcast fake.bulletins of Russian bombing raids on Britain and France... 
and of Russian planes being seen over Newfoundland on way to U S. 

"Every switchboard in Ithaca was jammed right away with calls from 
frightened people",.the student manager of the station said. 

. There was "near panic" on the Cornell campus, police, reported. 
If_a few.irresponsible college.students could do this, think of a

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what the CP (which has stolen America's top secrets) could do in war time 
with the industry packed with its trained agents! It could get over almost 
any kind of message to create hysteria and panic, disrupt resistance, etc. 

And aside from that: Stalin doesn't want war if he can attain his 
objectives without it. Today he is waging psychological warfare against US 
in every part of the globe... from Panmunjon, Peking, and Prague to Peoria... 
in hope of getting what he wants without a military showdown. 

And the U S phase of that morale—busting psychological warfare is 
financed to a considerable extent by highly paid radio, TV and other enter- 
tainment personalities who, as CP members and fellow travelers, make large 
contributions to the party and its fronts through dues and donations. 

This money is a major weapon in the party's subversion of Use. 2t 
is used to finance espionage, to train industrial sabotage squads, to run 
schools where subversion of U S is: taught. 

But that evidently doesn't bother the American Civil Liberties Union. 
It says the broadcasting industry MUST subsidize this Fifth Column by hiring 
open Communist Party members and fellow travelers. 








You would think the FCC would throw ACLU's petition. for legalized 
subversion out the window because it has no foundation in law or in reason. 

But that's not what the FCC did. According to FULTON LEWIS JR, li- 
censes for networks and stations charged with "blacklisting" by ACLU expired 
on May 31. The FCC had taken up the renewals and approved them on May 28. 

But FCC Commissioner FRIEDA B HENNOCK moved to reconsider the re- 
newals the next day, May 29, because of the ACLU's petition. Her motion was 
adopted by FCC by vote of three to two (two members were absent). 

So_ regular licenses were withdrawn and the stations and networks 
concerned given only temporary.licenses. The FCC will now demand an explan— 
ation of their "blacklisting" from the networks and stations...with the im- 
plication that even their temporary licenses may be withdrawn if they persist 
in their efforts to protect the US. 

And FCC has threatened all other networks and, stations by its ac- 
tion that they, too, may be refused regular licenses if they do anything to 
screen Communists and fellow travelers from their programs and personnel. 

This is YOUR Federal Communications Commission...operating to help 
the Communists who are at war with U 5S! : 

COUNTERATTACK called FCC to get official verification...or denial...

"In Fact", a Communist—line newsletter, went out of business in Oct, 
1950. LOUIS BUDENZ has revealed that it was launched by GEO SELDES in 1940 
with approval of ‘top Communist Party officials...after they had decided that 
SELDES would be more useful as editor of a supposedly non—Communist news— 
letter than as editor of the Daily Worker...a job earlier offered to hin. 

sen KEFAUVER plugged "In Fact" as late as May, 1950...long after 
the newsletter had been thoroughly exposed as a Communist~line publication 
not only by COUNTERATTACK, but by newspapers such as the NY World Telegram 
and magazines like the Readers Digest, Plain Talk and the New Leader. 

KEFPAUVER praised "In Fact" for its "honest journalism representing 
the welfare of the. many"; he said the newsletter rendered "a unique and valu-— 
able service" in U S...and-that he was "happy" to send his greeting "0 8 on 
the occasion of its Tenth Anniversary. 


nen KEFAUVER opposed passage of Internal Security Act of 1950, the 
first comprehensive legislative effort to effectively undercut operations of

This bill passed in the Senate 
has also opposed other anti-Communist legislation: 
He voted to abolish House Committee on Un—American Netivities : in 
1943. Two years later he voted against making it a permanent committee. He 
voted against appropriations for the committee in 1946. 
He voted against the 1947 bill which set up loyalty boards for the 
purpose of eliminating Communists from govt jobs. 


And Sen KEFAUVER's stand on The Nation magazine should be clarified. 
COUNTERATTACK revealed in April that Sen KEFAUVER was billed as a top speaker 
at The Nation Associates "Arab—Israel Peace" dinner—forum on May 25. The 
Nation has adopted CP line on many issues. ,and has sued New Leader magazine 
for telling truth about the pro-Soviet tae consistently followed by The 
Nation's foreign editor, J ALVAREZ DEL VAYO. 

Sen KEFAUVER's office informed COUNTERATTACK ‘and its subscribers 
that the Senator had twice been invited to address the dinner and had twice 
declined. Mrs KATHRYN STONE, vice-chairman of Kefauver National Committee, 
expressed indignation at The Nation's "unethical" use of the Senator's name.

He was member of Central Committee 
of U S Communist Party and member of secretariat of the Comintern (Communist 
International). In early Thirties he was the Comintern representative in 
charge of the Communist Parties in Colombia and Venezuela. He studied at the 
Lenin School in Moscow from 1927 to 1930...and there received instruction in 
political warfare from Stalin's top strategists in this world—changing study. 

Here's what KORNFEDER wrote recently on subject of political warfare 
in American Legion's excellent anti~Communist newsletter, "The Firing Line":

Charges of germ and chemical warfare, sabo- 
taging of truce talks, massacre of Communist prisoners of war, etc, are all 
being used .to destroy faith of free world in U S leadership in Korean war.

she had already sent photostatic copies of this letter to newspa~ 
pers, congressmen, and other public figures. The CP press had publicized the 
letter. "The Dispatcher", official organ of the Communist—controlled Int'l 
Longshoremen's and Warehousemen's Union (ILWU) had reproduced the letter in 
a two-page center spread (SCHNUR's father is an old friend of HARRY BRIDGES, 
boss of ILWU and a convicted Communist—perjurer). 


. "We, the undersigned, American and British prisoners of war who have 
seen the suffering, bloodshed and destruction of war, wish to make known our 
desire for an...end to the Korean conflict", the letter began.

-Mrs SCHNUR read the letter at a Communist "Peace Festival" in NYCity 
two weeks ago. She also read other Communist propaganda letters from her son.

sche said she had gotten hundreds of letters from other mothers since 
she and her husband had made their first "bring the boys home" appeal to PRES

herself had been in contact with the families of about 200 men in her son's 
division (the 23rd Infantry) as well as with "many dozens" of others.

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WHAT'S THE SCORE ON "RED CHANNELS" AND COUNTERATTACK? Several 
events of past two weeks afford an excellent opportunity to check accuracy 
of this newsletter and "RED CHANNELS", its report of Communist influence in 
radio and television, at a time when attacks on both publications by the Com— 
munist Party (CP), its fellow travelers and dupes...and some misguided and 


uninformed liberals...have reached an all-time high. 


The. events were: ~the~death of JOHN GARFIELD, the testimony of 
LILLIAN HELLMAN, CLIFFORD ODETS, and TOM O'CONNOR before House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, and the action of the Veterans Administration in cut— 
ting off funds for the Robert Louis Stevenson High School (private) in NYCity. 


The case of JOHN GARFIELD: Part of his front record (20 CP fronts) 
is documented in "RED CHANNELS". But in fairness "RED CHANNELS" also records 
that in 1949 he made an anti-Communist statement plugging the Marshall Plan. 

GARFIELD testified before House Committee on Un-American Activities 
last year. He said he had never been a Communist Party member, that he had 
always hated Communism, that he didn't know a single Communist in Hollywood 
and that he couldn't remember attending CP front meetings, ene various 
Communist fronts and causes, etc. 

COUNTERATTACK didn't believe GARFIELD's testimony was “entirely true. 
Many others felt the same. Dept of Justice was asked to check it for perjury. 
GARFIELD was under a cloud of suspicion when he died. 


"The Un—Americans Kill Again". That was the title of the Daily Wor- 
ker editorial blaming GARFIELD's death on "the RED CHANNELS mobsters" and the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

"Assassins At Work: The Death of John Garfield", was the title of 


the editorial on the.same theme.in. the."Daily Compass", nationally.distrib-  — 


ee 


uted newspaper which often echoes the Daily Worker. But the Communists and 
their party-—liners had suppressed a vital fact .aabout JOHN GARFIELD. 

He was about to issue a statement when he died. He had been to FBI 
the week before. Two anti-Communists (COUNTERATTACK and "RED CHANNELS" sup-— 
porters) were among those helping him prepare this 30—page statement. 

He had admitted that he knew Communists in Hollywood and that he 
had. knowingly cooperated with Communist fronts and causes. He named CP mem-— 
bers he had known...he admitted he had not told the full truth when he testi- 
fied before House Committes on Un-American Activities. 

The story of a violent quarrel with his wife on Communist issue about 
10 days before he died was told. As a result of the quarrel he had moved from 
the family apartment to a NYCity hotel. 


ma What_and who killed GARFIELD? He had a torn muscle in his heart. 
He had had two heart attacks. He must have worried about the effects his 
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statement (that he had given false testimony) would have on the public. And 
it was undoubtedly a strain for him to make this difficult decision...when 
he knew that he would be viciously attacked for it by Communists, fellow-— 
travelers and so-called "liberals" in entertainment world (in recent years 
they had repeatedly put pressure on him not to talk). 

He_ had completed playing the lead in "Golden Boy" and was busy on 


his statement and trying to line up other work in film, radio, etc. 

But what. probably put greatest strain on him was the final, furious 
battle with his wife which ended in the breakup of his family. 

. JOHN GARFIELD, in death, is a witness to the evil of Communism and 
the many tragedies it has brought to American homes. He would probably be 
alive today if he had never been involved with the Fifth Column...but his 
involvement with it was his own choosing. 

To his credit, it can be said that his final act, too, was of his 
own choosing...and that it was one of great courage. He had decided to come 
clean and tell what he knew of the Communist conspiracy no matter what it 
cost him. The price he paid was high. net 

And the real assassins, of course, are the Communists, the fellow 
travelers and "liberal" fronters who helped entangle JOHN GARFIELD in the 
Communist net from which he was trying to free himself when death came. 

"RED CHANNELS" and COUNTERATTACK, unfortunately, have been right 
in all they have said about JOHN GARFIELD... 


CLIFFORD ODETS: This playwright's continuing front activity has 
repeatedly been exposed by COUNTERATTACK. 

He has been identified as CP member in Thirties by ex-CP official 
MANNING JOHNSON and, a few weeks ago, by film director ELIA KAZAN. 

ODETS admitted past membership in CP (in 1934~35) when he testified 


last week. But he said he left the party six or eight months after joining 


because it tried to control his writing and some of its meetings were "silly", 


The Daily Worker and the Compass were disgusted with what was to 
them ODETS' obvious-sell-out. And they got back at him very neatly. 


The Daily Worker guoted a long statement he made in 1949 praising 
convicted CP leaders as fine Americans the Govt was trying to stop by means 
"foul or fair" because they wanted to give all Americans "The Square Break". 

The Compass quoted what ODETS wrote just a few months ago on death 
of identified CP member J EDWARD BROMBERG. ODETS had praised BROMBERG as 
"a man of the left who practiced.,what he preached" and was therefore black-— 
listed and hounded out of "home, honor, livelihood" by "shameless politicians 
banded into yapping packs." 

BROMBERG's death was unnatural, ODETS said, In other words, it was 
murder...by anti-Communists. 

ODETS was still plugging CP's line just a few months ago, 

Now ODETS confesses. He wants to be "cleared". Why? Perhaps he 
doesn't think picket lines are silly. RKO has made a film based on his play 
"Clash By Night", which will be released soon. 

Has CLIFFORD ODETS been an innocent victim of COUNTERATTACK and 
other anti-—Communists who have.told truth about him? 


LILLIAN HELLMAN: About 350 of this well known playwright's numerous 
CP front affiliations are listed in "RED CHANNELS", 

She was identified _as CP member in Hollywood investigation last year. 
Last week she testified before Un-American Activities Committee, said she is 
not a party member now and she was not one a year or two years ago. 
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But she refused to go beyond that time in her denial. 

And her statements were a great help to Stalin and CP. She dida 
beautiful job of whitewashing Moscow and its U S Fifth Column in a letter she 
sent to Committee Chairman JOHN S WOOD before she testified. This letter was 
signee printed in the press. She said she would gladly tell all about herself 

.but would refuse to answer questions about others: 

"I am not willing, now or in the future, to bring bad trouble to 
people who, in my past association with them, were COMPLETELY INNOCENT of ANY 
TALK or ANY ACTION that was disloyal or subversive. 

"I DO NOT LIKE SUBVERSION or DISLOYALTY in any form, and if I HAD 
EVER SEEN ANY I would have considered it my duty to have reported it to the 
proper authorities. But to hurt INNOCENT PEOPLE whom I knew many years ago 
in order to save myself is, to me, INHUMAN and INDECENT and DISHONORABLE. 

"I cannot and will not cut my conscience to fit this year's fashions" 

(emphasis added by COUNTERATTACK). 
es ; she implied: There's nothing. wrong, or bad, in Communism. _The CP 
is not a conspiracy (contrary to findings of juries which have tried CP lead- 
ers). Its members are loyal, 100% Americans. They not only do not engage in 
espionage, or other forms of subversion, but NEVER even HINT of,such things. 
That is LILLIAN HELLMAN's message. 
What more could Stalin and the CP leaders in this country ask for? 


TOM O'CONNOR: Three years ago, on Apr 22, 1949, COUNTERATTACK made 
this suggestion to FREDA KIRCHWEY, editor of The Nation Magazine: 

"Just put a plain question in polite tones to TOM O'CONNOR: Are you 
a member of the Communist Party? And print his answer in The Nation." 

COUNTERATTACK made this suggestion because The Nation had just pub-— 
lished an article by O'CONNOR on press coverage of CP~controlled Waldorf

Hofstra College in Hempstead, Long Island, is offering two Six—week 
Advanced Professional Workshops in Art this summer. They are Open to pro- 
fessional painters, teachers and art students. 
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MOSES SOYER and FRANK KLEINHOLZ are the two "widely known visiting 
artists" who are directing the workshops. 

Hofstra College plugs SOYER as an "internationally known artist" 
who has taught at American Artists School, the Contemporary School of Art, 
and the Educational Alliance Art School. It says his paintings are in perm- 
anent collections of Metropolitan Museum of Art (NYCity), Whitney Museum, 
Upjohn Collection and "many others", 

But here's what Hofstra doesn't tell about SOYER: 

He was art critic of CP's New Masses. His name was on a list of 
people who had reserved places at dinner held for CP's Jefferson School in 
1947. He is a member of the Nat'l Council of Arts, Sciences and Professions, 
Stalin's top cultural infiltration agency in US. He has backed many other 

CP fronts...like American Labor Party, Artists for Wallace, The Protestant 
Magazine (not connected with any church denomination), American Committee 

of Jewish Writers, Artists and Scientists, and American Continental Congress 
for Peace (Mexico, Sept 1949). His record goes back to Thirties when he was 
backer of such fronts as the American Artists Congress (his twin brother, 
Raphael, also a painter, has an even more impressive record of support for 
CP's fronts and causes). 





Hofstra College gives FRANK KLEINHOLZ a big buildup, too. And it 
also fails to tell vitally important facts about him: 

He taught art at CP's Jefferson School from 1945 to 1949. He con- 
tributed to New Masses and also backed fronts like American Labor Party, 
Nat'l Council of Arts, Sciences and Professions, The Protestant Magazine, 
Progressive Party, etc. Last December he was sponsor of the CP's tribute 
to the late J EDWARD BROMBERG, actor and CP member who had refused to state 
whether he would bear arms for U S in event of war with Stalin Russia.

Art teachers have a much closer relationship with students than 
other teachers do. And both SOYER and KLEINHOLZ have shown they are very 
aggressive "politically". 

Does MALCOLM H PRESTON, acting chrmn of Dept of Fine Arts at Hofstra, 
believe they should be help up as models and teachers of young students? 
And how about Hofstra's Board of Trustees? What do they think of Soyer, and 
KLEINHOLZ as examples of American artists? 

NOTE: The Metropolitan Museum of Art will help to publicize these 
CP-fronting artists. Beginning June 29, it will open its first suburban art 
‘exhibit at Hofstra College. Over eighty pieces of painting and sculpture 
from its permanent collection will be shown at exhibit which will run through 
Labor Day. The exhibit will attract thousands of people to Hofstra College 
and its Art Workshops under direction of SOYER and KLEINHOLZ. 


_ MANY PROFESSORS JOIN IN COMMUNISTS' POLITICAL WARFARE AGAINST U S. 
Two weeks ago this newsletter explained how Communists use political warfare 
on Korean issues to foment distrust of US and all free nations and their 
policies among people in this country and abroad, 

DR GENE WELTFISH, Columbia University anthropologist, recently made 

a vicious political warfare attack on US at a Communist front meeting in NY 
when she charged this country with "committing the crime of dropping bubonic 
plague bombs on innocent children in Korea." 
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she repeated her charges in press release four days later and said 
she would hold a press conference at which she would "present an eyewitness 


to the effects of bacteriological warfare as employed against Chinese ans 
Koreans, together with additional documentation of my own". 

Her "eyewitness" was DR JAMES G ENDICOTT, former China missionary 
who has resigned as minister of United Church of Canada under pressure.. 
because of his support of Communists. DR ENDICOTT has spoken at many front 
meetings in U S.and Canada in last few years, has been a leader of Commu— 
nist "peace" missions to Moscow and a backer of Stalin's "peace" conferences. 


DR_WELTFISH gave reporters a sworn statement Signed by ENDICOTT at 
her press conference. His "evidence" was: 


1. He had seen a propaganda leaflet bomb (he gave the markings and 
number of the case) which he says was used to drop germs. 

2. He described a reported study of spiders laden with disease 
germs unknown to the region in which they were found in Manchuria. 

&. He saw the results of autopsies of 15 Chinese who had died of 


‘acute ‘encephalitis, a ‘disease néver’ Known” in Manchuria before.” 


How naive does Dr Weltfish of Columbia University think peoplé of 
US are? A propaganda leaflet bomb, plus spiders reportedly laden with 


(unnamed) disease germs, plus 13 reported cases of encephalitis in Manchuris 
prove that US is spreadipg bubonic plague, in Korea? 

DR _WELTFISH hedged on her original charge after her "evidence" 
had been presented...just as MALIK is now hedging in U N on Moscow's germ 
warfare charges against US and does not want them investigated. 


And about 40 American "notables", some of them professors, signed 
a statement early this month declaring that US denials that it has used 
germ warfare in Korea are "less than convincing". The forty said they 
could understand "how the world can believe that those who would use burn- 
ing gasoline would not hesitate to employ death dealing bacteria".

Last September he 
took active part in "anti-blacklist" meeting held by Nat'l Council of Arts, 
Sciences and Professions (NCASP), the party's top cultural front. 

He played role in NCASP production, "The Journey of Simon McKeever" 
(written by identified CP member ALBERT MALTZ) in 1949. In 1950 he had part 
in "Just a Little Simple", staged by CP's Negro cultural front, the Commit— 
tee for the Negro in the Arts. Production was based on book, "Simple Speaks 
His Mind", by identified Communist LANGSTON HUGHES. 
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And SALEM LUDWIG is not the only one with impressive front record 
who has been featured on program: 

ADELAIDE BEAN was on it Mar 13. She was exec-sec'y of Theatre Arts 
Committee, One of CP's early theatrical fronts, in 1940. And at same time 
she was on national council of American Peace Mobilization. 

-_ she spoke at Communist front rally for WILLIE McoGEE last year. 
Before his execution, McGEE was used for anti-U S propaganda by Communists 
all over world. ADELAIDE BEAN shared platform at this rally with Wm L PAT~ 
TERSON, former open CP official who is now leader of party's Civil Rights 
Congress and has brought charges of genocide against US in UN. 

Just last month she spoke at rally staged by CP's National Committee 
to Secure Justice in the Rosenberg Case...and read a CP propaganda letter 
written by the convicted atom spies from the death house in Sing Sing prison. 

And on May 29.she again took part in Stalin's political warfare 
against US by appearing in "Stars of Peace". This was put on at the "Peace 
Festival" staged by American Peace Crusade and NY Peace Institute. It was 
at this rally that Mrs IDA F SCHNUR read anti-U S propaganda letters from 
her son and. other POW's in Korea (see COUNTERATTACK, June 13). 


HOWARD WIERUM had role in "T-Men" on Mar 27. Like ADELAIDE BEAN, 
he supported CP's propaganda campaign on case of WILLIE McGEE. 

He is backer of CP's own theatrical producing agency, People's 
Drama. He was praised in Daily Worker for role he played in its productions 
of "They Shall Not Die" and "Nat Turner"...two blatant CP propaganda plays. 


Others who have appeared on program in last year or so include: 
WILL LEE, who refused to deny he was CP member when he testified 


before California Committee on Un-American Activities in 1948. LEE has 
since continued his support of CP fronts and causes. 

Also: ALAN MANSON, JOHN RANDOLPH, STEPHEN SCHNABEL and JOSHUA 
SHELLEY...all of whom have supported CP fronts and causes. 

Borden's, like most sponsors, does not cast its own show. That is 
done by the BERNARD J PROCKTER agency, which packages "T-Men". This agency 
has never had a reputation for being tough on Communists and fronters. 

But responsibility is still Borden's. And there is no excuse for 
continued glamorizing of Communists and fronters on "T-Men" program while 
Americans are fighting Communists in Korea.

AUTHOR OF ACLU BOOK ADMITS UNTRUTHS. The June 16 issue of the New 


‘ Leader magazine features an exchange between MERLYN S PITZELE, chrmn of NY 


State Bd of Mediation and member of board of directors of American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU), and MERLE MILLER, another ACLU board member and the | 
author of the ACLU book, "The Judges and The Judged". 

MILLER attempts to refute PITZELE's recent unfavorable review of 


“the book (which was sent to all -COUNTERATTACK Slbscribers)“in-this “exchange:

He challenges PITZELE to prove that one experience in the book "is erroneous, 
that one person mentioned in the book is fictitious". 

; PITZELE accepts the challenge...and on the basis of the falsehood 
he proves, calls on ACLU to repudiate the book. 


But even before making his challenge, MILLER admits untruths in his 
so-called objective study of "blacklisting" in radio and TV. The book con- 


tains the following sentence about COUNTERATTACK's book, "RED CHANNELS": 

"One actor's most recent listing was 1938; many had no listing after 
1941; a sizable minority, none after 1945." 

Book reviewers in all parts of U_S picked up these three statements 
in MILLER's book and used them to show that "RED CHANNELS" had unreasonably 
listed "many" people with no recent front connections. 

But PITZELE, in his original review, showed that these statements 
were completely false...that EVERY person named in "RED CHANNELS" has a list-— 
ing later than 1958, that the "many" who had no listing after 1941 amounted 
to exactly three, and that the "sizable minority" with no listing after 1945 
amounted to only five. 

Now MILLER admits these three falsehoods but blames them on an 
anonymous "volunteer researcher"...and suggests that PITZELE's statistics

MILLER asserts they would show that 140 of the 151 persons named in 
"RED CHANNELS" have no listing in 1946, that 134 have none in 1947, etc. 

MILLER's figures are again all cockeyed. The truth is that in EACH 
of the four years 1946-49 the number of persons listed ranged from the 70's 
to the 90's and that 146 have listings in 1946 or later. 

Can't MILLER count, or is he again distorting figures in an atveupe 
to smear "RED CHANNEL! and COUNTERATTACK?

PITZELE proves that MILLER did not try very hard to find out all he 
could about blacklist of anti-—Communists. He writes: 

"There were disquieting stories brought to. me that MILLER and his 
researchers were setting out to whitewash the Communists in radio and TV 
and destroy COUNTERATTACK. I was frankly concerned..." 

0o PITZELE wrote to PATRICK MURPHY MALIN, exec director of ACLU, to 
tell him of his concern and of the fact that a TV director had given him 
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facts on a blacklist of anti—Communists,. MALIN telephoned PITZELE, said the 
report would be objective, and that MILLER would undoubtedly get in touch 
with him for information on blacklist of anti-Communists. 

PITZELE didn't hear from MILLER. He got in touch with MALIN again 
by telephone. MALIN said he would remind MILLER. 

But MILLER never once got in touch with PITZELE. And his book has 
only a few pages about suspicions of a blacklist of anti-Communists. 

And PITZELE cites another case in which MILLER was offered definite 
information on blacklist of anti-Communists, but never bothered to get it. 


MILLER quotes anonymous people throughout his book. Some of these 
people are supposedly "RED CHANNELS" listees, others advertising agency and 


broadcasting company officials, etc. . 
Attacks on "RED CHANNELS" and COUNTERATTACK are made by great ma- 
jority of them...while they hide under an ACLU—bestowed cloak of anonymity. 


And here's the case on which PITZELE challenges ACLU to fe acid 


-- .the deceitful book by. MERLE MILLER which it. has. issued: .. . on 


MILLER guotes one person who he claims is a radio writer with aouk 
listings in "RED CHANNELS". All four are in the Thirties. Two are of or- 
ganizations which said they opposed Japanese aggression, one concerns the 
Spanish Civil War and the fourth, a so-called "anti-Nazi" front. 

But not one of the 47 writers of any kind listed in "RED CHANNELS" 
fits this description. In other words, this anonymous witness for MERLE 
MILLER and the ACLU is a myth, he's nobody, he does not exist. 
| MILLER has gone to strange lengths to find witnesses for his and 
the ACLU's case in defense of Communists, Now that he has admitted untruths 
and it has been proved he has used fictitious persons to bolster his book, 
what is the ACLU board going to do? 


FCC REVERSES ITSELF AND THROWS OUT ACLU's "BLACKLISTING" PETITION 
which was based largely on MILLER's lying book. Last week the Federal Com- 
munications Commission rejected ACLU's request that four major networks and 
two independent stations have their licenses revoked unless they promise to 
cease "blacklisting" of persons on political grounds. 

Sen EDWIN JOHNSON, chrmn of Senate Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, wrote as follows to COUNTERATTACK subscribers who had asked him 
to look into report that FCC had delayed renewal of licenses of stations and 
networks named in ACLU's petition (COUNTERATTACK, June 6,): 

"As a result of the complaint" (of the ACLU) "the commission held up 
the renewal of the licenses held by these stations and placed them on a tem-— 
porary authorization basis. After receiving your communication, I immediate~- 
ly contacted the commission to obtain a full report as to the circumstances 
surrounding the situation. 

"The commission at an official session held at its offices on Wed-—- 
nesday, June llth, reversed their position and adopted an order and granted 
the renewal of the licenses of the stations mentioned..." 


So COUNTERATTACK readers succeeded in influencing FCC to reverse 
its earlier decision that aided ACLU's attempt to foist Communists and front- 
ers on the public and on broadcasting systems and stations. 

FCC decision had also been attacked by some radio commentators and 
by broadcasting trade publications. And at least one broadcaster involved 
had the courage to come out, face the issue squarely, and tell FCC off. 

Here's what ARTHUR H CROGHAN, president and manager of station KOWL, 
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santa Monica, California, wrote to FCC when it asked him to reply to ACLU's 
Communist~—serving blacklist charge: 

"We will not permit Communists or persons who are sympathetically 
identified with Communists or Communistic organizations, to use the facilities 
of Station KOWL and we shall do everything in our power to prevent any Com— 
munistic utterances over the station. 

"We believe this to be good Americanism and we do not believe that 
the commission or any other agency of our government will rule otherwise. 

"If we be wrong it will, of course, be up to us to determine whe-— 
ther we want to subvert our ideals or discontinue... broadcasting." 


CROGHAN's statement was one of most encouraging developments since 
fight against Communists in the industry began. Most networks, stations, 
advertising agencies and sponsors have continually weaseled on the Communist 
issue...just as many other businesses (banks, insurance companies, etc) have. 

They have helped the Communists by failing to come out and say open— 
ly that they oppose-subsidizing the_CP by. giving big.money to CP members. and. 
fronters and that they ARE screening and WILL CONTINUE to screen performers 
and technicians to keep them out of the industry. 

os The Communists, fellow travelers and misguided liberals have many 
business men so bamboozled that they are not only afraid to do what they can 
to prevent infiltration by Stalin's Fifth Column, but they even go so far 

as to attack anti-Communists who urge them to do something. 

Too often, the Communists are right when they say the capitalist 
Class will supply its own gravediggers. For by failing to fight the Com— 
munists and fellow-travelers OPENLY and VIGOROUSLY that is just what many 
business men are...their own gravediggers.

Company plant at Schenectady, NY, which has big contracts to supply vital 
equipment for US defense program. 

CP members in areas relatively close to this plant (NYCit etc) have 
been ordered by party functionaries to apply for jobs there. 

The CP—led United Electrical Workers Union (UE), which has contract 


’ covering workers at the plant, is doing everything it can to see that these 


CP applicants get the jobs they are after. 


Communists are helped by the fact that security checks take time. 


sometimes it is months...or even a year...after an applicant has applied for 
“a job before his check is completed. 
By that time he has joined the UE after completing his probationary 
employment period. Then GH cannot fire him even if check reveals he is a 
Communist Party member unless he happens to be employed on a project in which 
GE is doing work for the Atomic Energy Commission. | 
Infiltration drive is two-pronged menace. It increases the number 
of Stalin's saboteurs in a highly strategic U S defense plant and it also 
adds to strength of the Communist-run United Electrical Workers... thereby 
increasing the chances of crippling strikes called by Moscow and threat— 
ening to some extent the influence of the anti-Communist Int'l Union of: 
Electrical Workers (CIO). This union, the enemy of the United Blectrical 
Workers, also has a contract covering GE workers, 
A continuing battle for the control of GE workers has been waged by 
these two unions since IUE was formed in 1950...after VE had been kicked out 
of ClO for its complete subservience to Moscow's line. 


CP's planned and concentrated infiltration of GE plant at Schen-— 
ectady has industry-wide and nation-wide implications. The Communists are 


not trying to infiltrate ONLY the GE plants. They are trying to worm their 
way into every basic industry. 

ALL BUSINESS MEN, especially those in key defense “industries, nue’ 
now be especially alert against Communist infiltration. | 

They should remember, too, that a Communist-led union is not essen- 

tial to infiltration. -Communists can and. will get in plants even where work- 
ers are members of anti-Communist unions. Some businessmen think that they 
don't have to worry because the union at their plant is anti-Communist. 
Communists count on such complacency to help their infiltration. 


Most dangerous infiltrators are the party's industrial "sleepers". 
Usually they don't have a known Communist record. And they don't start agi- 
tating and propagandizing as soon as their probationary employment period is 
up, they have joined the union, and feel relatively secure in their jobs. 

They remain quiet. And they won't do anything to arouse suspicion 
until the party orders them to act at a time of crisis...when it will be 
important to Moscow that a strike be called, production disrupted, etc. That 
may be long after they have infiltrated the plant...a year, two years. 

But GP can't afford to have only sleepers. Labor unrest must be 
maintained. The party must reach labor with its message or line at all 
times. The groundwork for future strikes and strife must be prepared. 

That can be done only by agitators...Communists and fellow travel-— 
ers who don't remain quiet, but do all they can to stir up unrest without 
revealing they are actually Moscow agents. They speak of war and peace, 
the high cost of living, poor housing and working conditions, low wages, etc. 

Only the most careful screening, coupled with great alertness and 
cooperation on part of both management and employes, will make it possible 
to eliminate many of the party's agitators and some sleepers.

"racket," and the blast has been echoed repeatedly elsewhere. 
Actually, Gounterattack s slightly more than 5,000‘subscrip- 
tions, at $24 a year,i and a few reprint orders, bring in only 

enough to pay the salaries (most of them well below $5,000) 
of twenty employes and tveturn an infinitesimal profit (a 
total of $666 in 1951) to the staffers who own its stock.

now princtpally in charge of the anti-Communist research pro-~ 
jects of Counterattack's parent organization, American Business 
Consultants. 
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The "racket" charge also has been made against 
ABC even though tts records show that during 1951 its 
special research projects (mainly tracing Communist infiltra- 
; %ion.of mass organizations) lost some $24,000, a deficit pain- 
fully and barely made up by the newsletter. 
Soon Gounterattack could look forward to perhaps 
the nost strenuous attacks of all. It plans to revise, 
and expand into other fields, its 1950 pamphlet Red CGhan-~ 
nels, listing Comnunist~front affiliations of persons in 
radio and television.

Yes...Peace and Colonial Independence Are Indivisible."

that NCASP was "firmly supporting House Resolution #211, introduced by Rep 
QO K ARMSTRONG, of Missouri". 


That was clever bait. Rep ARMSTRONG is a staunch antizCommunist 
and one of the two Congressional sparkplugs of an anti-—Communist political 
warfare strategy conference held in Washington last February. 

His resolution #211 condemned State Dept for its "retreat from his— 
toric principle" in refusing to back up Tunisia's request for a U N hearing. 

NCASP was ostensibly backin osition of a strong anti-CP Republican 
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And then it took another step. The Rev REGINALgPoASS of the Cent— 
ral Community Church in Brooklyn, a supporter of many CP fronts, wrote a 
letter to BAHI LADGHAM, Tunisian representative who recently arrived in U S. 
LADGHAM is anti-Communist, and, of course, much interested in winning sup- 
port for Tunisia's cause in U N. :

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1. East German Communists kidnapped Dr WALTER LINSE on July 8. He 
is a leader of Investigation Committee of Free Jurists, an anti-Communist 


group in West Germany that has underground workérs in Soviet Zone. 

Maj Gen LEMUEL MATHEWSON, U.S Commandant in Berlin, demanded that 

LINSE be returned unharmed immediately. He called the crime "intolerable".

NECESSITY FOR PUTTING INCREASED PRESSURE ON SOVIET WORLD is now 
obvious to most people. In line with this need, an American Committee for 
Liberation of the Peoples of Russia has been set up. It seeks to penetrate 
Stalin:Russia with message of hope and friendship for its enslaved peoples. 
EUGENE LYONS, author of "Assignment in Utopia", "The Red Decade" 
and other anti-Communist books and U.P. correspondent in Moscow, 1928 to an 
19354, was among organizers of this Committee, and‘its’ Chairman until last Feb~ — 
ruary. He is now on‘its bd of directors. - Because of importance of Commit-— 
tee's work, COUNTERATTACK has asked Mr. LYONS to explain the philosophy 
behind its operations. Mr. LYONS is a senior editor of The Reader's Digest. 
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Of the Big Lies propagated by the- Moscow Kremlin and its foreign 
press agents, the biggest is that there is substantial unity between the 
regime and its subjects. The lie has two faces, equally useful to Stalin: 

1. That the Russian,people themselves created the Soviet system 
and support it enthusiastically as the instrument of their own hopes and 
purposes. This is the official myth, mandatory for all the faithful. 

«. That the Red police-state, though imposed by main force, is 
accepted by the people, meekly and unresistingly, as a kind of act-of God. 
Russians, it is explained, have known nothing else, can't even imagine 
freedom, and actually crave rule by the whip. 

The second version is.standard among. certain "liberals" outside 
Russia. Communism, they say or imply, may not suit luckier breeds like 
Britons or Americans, but it is just what History ordered for the -benighted 
Russians. In effect they read the Russians out of the human race.

Such derogation of the Russian people, incidentally, identifies the 
Durantys and Sheeans as "friends of Russia" -~ a good instance of confused 
thinking on the subject. They are, of course, only friends of the Soviet 
oligarchy, as attested by their readiness to write off the people as expen-— 
dable guinea-pigs for the Bolsheviks' "great experiment." 
The idea that the Russians relish oppression is comforting and con- 
venient for some of Stalin's friends. It enables them to reconcile a zeal 
for freedom everywhere else (Spain, Indo-China, Argentina, etc) with pious 
complacency in the face of totalitarian slavery in Russia: It enables them. to 
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denounce efforts to Relp the Soviet..peoples overthrow Stalin as "meddling" 
or "intervention," even while they4labor. to-unseat-Franco or Peron. 

A sample of this double bookkeeping: Supreme Court Justice WILLIAM 
0 DOUGLAS is not only distressed by social injustice in the Near East but 
urges free-world support for popular -revolution there. Yet he found it pos- 
sible to assert, in 1948: "It is of course the right of the Russian people 
to have such form of government as they choose. We, the democrats, will be 
the first to defend that right. When confined within their own borders, 
their totalitarian regime is their concern, not ours." 

This neutrality of self-styled liberals toward the world's ugliest 
dictatorship contrasts strangely with their passionate concern for the vic-— 
tims of Italian Fascism and German Nazism in the past, for the victims of 
Franco or Peron dictatorships today. Somehow the hands-off attitude passes 
_for high-minded humanism when the victims are merely Russians. 

The theory of essential unity between the Soviet regime and its 
terrorized subjects is even,.more convenient for the Politburo: (1) It helps 
conceal from the world the great gulf of mutual nistrust and hatred -that 
divides the rulers and the ruled. (2) It unloads upon the helpless and tor- 
mented people the blame for the crimes of their tyrants. (3) Most important 
from the Kremlin's angle, it makes the 200 million Russians, and not only 
their dictators, "the enemy" in our struggle against the Communist menace. 

The Politburo can proclaim, with considerable color of justice, that the non- 
Soviet world, under the guise of fighting Communism, actually aims to destroy 
Russia and the Russian people. 

The Big Lie that the regime and the people are integral is perni- 
cious from the viewpoint of our self-interest. In the measure that it influ- 
ences free-world policies, it commits us to struggle against 200 million 
people who are in the vast majority our potential allies. 


The truth is that the Russian people, after nearly 35 years of it, 
are not reconciled to the despotism under which they live and suffer. The 
nature of an ailment can be deduced from the medicines administered. The 
magnitude of the popular resistance can be deduced from the vastness, fero- 
city and persistence of the Soviet terror. 

Even a sadistic police~state does not murder its citizens wholesale 
for the fun of it, or confine some 15 million of them in pestiferous camps 
without provocation. Common sense dictates the conclusion that. every purge, 
every new terror ukase,- has been the Kremlin's response to actual or poten— 
tial resistance .on the part of the Russian people. 

The Okhrana, political police arm of the Tsars, got by with a few 
thousand officials and operatives. Its Red successors, from Cheka to MVD, 
need about two million, with millions more serving as part—time, agents and 
informers. In times of peak reaction, Tsarism never had more than 50, 000 
political prisoners, compared with those 15 million under the Soviets. 

Never before has a state spawned such gigantic organs of surveil- 
lance and repression, torture and terror, censorship and intimidation, 
seconded by armies of trained agitators. No tyrants on record have felt 
themselves compelled to invent so many. "crimes against the state" or to 
apply the death penalty so recklessly as an instrument of their rule. 

Never before has a state’ assigned such large chunks of its income, 
thought, energy and manpower to internal security --. to its own defense, 
that is to say, against its subjects. ‘There we have the best measure of 
the people's resistance, at one ‘end, of the dread sense of menace obsessing 
the dictators at the other end. 
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-The, notion that the peoples of-Russia bent their necks meekly to 

the yoke of Bolshevism is a cruel, libel. Both the Italians and the Germans 
knuckled under to their totalitarian fate more quickly and completely. 
Neither Mussolini nor Hitler required so many prisons, concentration camps, 
frontier guards and death penalties in proportion to their’ populations as 
Lenin and after him Stalin. 


The- cleavage between the Soviet oligarchy and the people cannot be 
exaggerated. The regime was imposed by an infinitesimal minority. It has 
been maintained by unlimited force -—~ the physical force that breaks bodies 
and the propaganda terror that mangles minds and souls. Justice DOUGLAS' 
dictum that the Russians "have such:form of government as they choose" is 
false. It is an insult to millions who have perished resisting Bolshevisn. es 

Ever since November, 1917, there has been in effect a continuous “.* 
civil war between the dictatorship and its primary victims, the Russian 
| peoples. In the initial years it was open and age Since then it has 
ie -been-concealed and- political; but even bloodier. -- 

Only in terms of that civil war, indeed, can Soviet etc be 
Comprehended. The millions who have died-in police cellars and forced- 
labor camps and man-made famines are casualties in that war. The hordes of 
inmates of isolators, concentration camps, penal colonies, are its prisoners 
of war. The special MGB-MVD armies for home service are the Kremlin's shock 
troops and Praetorian Guard in that war. 

The continuous purges, liquidations of segments of the population 
"as a class", abolition-of entire "republics" or "autonomous regions" and 
recurrent mass exiles have been battles in that war. 

Bloody peasant resistance to collectivization and worker opposition 

. to Stakhanovite speed-up have likewise been civil war campaigns. Chronic 
Politburo alarums over internal espionage, sabotage, plots, enemies within, 
reflect chronic fright. But it would be naive to suppose these-are without 
foundation in reality. 

so far the people have been defeated in this extraordinary conflict. 
But the regime has not won. It has not been able:to relax its vigilance. 
Russia is in effect a country occupied by conquerors from within, who see 
a threat in every frown, a menace in the most innocent criticism. 





The last war erased the last margin of doubt that — of hos- 
-tilities-exists -between the regime and -its.subjects.. 

For nearly a quarter of a century the dictators. had enjoyed a monop~ 
oly of power, propaganda, indoctrination. When the Germans invaded Russia 
in June, 1941, the regime faced its hour of supreme danger. One assumed that 
the Politburo would summon the people to a crusade in defense of the Soviet 
system; that it would invoke the haloed names of Marx and Lenin. 

But it did not. Instead it undertook a panicky revival of the pre- 
Bolshevik past, Russian traditions. and Russian heroes. Soviet slogans were 
swept under the bed, and the age-old appeals of soil and blood and father- 
land were restored. Even a measure-of religious freedom was restored. 

The Kremlin thus confessed.its dismal failure to "sell" Bolshevism 
and the Soviet way to the masses. “The outside world largely missed the sig- 
nificance of that confession; but the Russian people got the point. 

Perhaps the best-kept secrets of the war at that time were: 

(1) That in the first months the Soviet populace everywhere greeted the Ger-— 
mans joyously as "liberators.".~ (2) That hundreds of thousands of Red sol- 
diers surrendered without genuine resistance.

: All this changed under the pressures of Nazi atrocities and racial 
humiliations. The people realized that they had only a choice between 
foreign devils and their own. They chose their own. They began to fight 
passionately, as Stalin himself repeatedly stated to foreign visitors, not 
for the Soviets but for their fatherland and human dignity. 

Despite Hitler's blunders in alienating the Russian people, over a 
million Soviet citizens donned German uniforms in the hope of defeating the 
Kremlin. Among the countries conquered by the Germans, only Russia provided 
a large-scale collaborationist army. 

War's end found huge numbers of Soviet men and women outside the 
Soviet frontiers: prisoners of war, slave laborers, etc. More than a million 
of them tried to remain abroad. About half a million succeeded. At Yalta, 
Roosevelt and Churchill had agreed to Stalin's demand that his subjects be 
repatriated by force if necessary. Force was duly used: . shrieking, pro- 
testing men and women were herded into trucks and trains at. the point of 
American and British bayonets. Hundreds of the victims kigtked themselves 


rather than go back. It was a shameful chapter in modernthistory. » ‘om,

NY Times plugged WALLACH's book in a review by GILBERT MILLSTEIN, 
staff member of NY Times magazine, who wrote well of WALLACH's "muscular 
parodies" but said not a word of the CP propaganda in them. 






CP press was not quite so happy as NY Times with WALLACH's latest 


opus. It liked his "progressive approach" and expressed the hope that 
"many more satirical blasts at the reactionary elements in American life" 
would come from his pen. 

But it did not like his parody on slave labor any more than COUNTER- 
ATTACK does...though obviously for very different reasons. 

"The Big Lie of Soviet slave labor is not a, subject for humor", CP 
press said, It argued that this "gross" evil (the truth about slave labor 
in Russia) cannot be overcome by joking denials, that it must be met with 
solemn, angry denials (great big lies). 

WALLACH will now have to watch his step carefully to see that he /

Gen SMITH believes Communists have even wormed their way into the 
Central Intelligence Agency itself. After he expressed this belief, he 
was asked if he knew who these Communists were. He replied: , 

"I do not. I wish I did. I do everything I can to detect them. 
I believe they are so adroit and adept that they have infiltrated practi- 
cally every security agency of the Government." And he. added:. "They are- 
so clever that you must proceed on the assumption that they can infiltrate 
you and that is what we do." 

And some recent happenings in Army and Navy intelligence services 
may help explain Gen SMITH's obvious concern about Communist infiltration 
of important security units. They are:

"As_a book, it isn't worth reading," the Naval Intelligence review 
of BUDENZ's book began, To Jjustity. this unjust statement the reviewer made 

' false aSsertions about the book: "The a author. .. reiterates. .that no one 

in the State Dept is any darn good". (This statement is a is.) ‘The re— 
viewer also asserted that BUDENZ's theme is that "Truman, Acheson, et al, 
must go". (This statement, too, is a falsehood. ) 

And all _ex—Communists who testify for Govt were smeared by this 
Naval Intelligerice book reviewer. His so-called review. of BUDENZ's book 
served as a springboard for attacks on’ WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, ELIZABETH BENTLEY 
and BENJAMIN GITLOW, who have turned "traitor to their cause", just as .BUDENZ 
"turned state's evidence" against his Communist masters.

Military Intelligence agencies are key to survival of this scenes 
in event of war. Decisions of military planners, which determine defeat or 
victory, are based largely on information supplied by them. 

SO a major Communist goal is to infiltrate intelligence units to. 
provide misinformation and to get information valuable to Stalin. There is 
not much chance that their infiltration will be prevented if intelligence 
personnel don't know much about Communism. 


And there are obviously some such people, if not actual Communists, 
who worked on the Siberian intelligence report. 
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FOOLISH ATTITUDE OF SOME OFFICERS HELPS COMMUNIST INFILTRATION of ~~ 
Armed Forces. A "spokesman" for the Dept of the Army in-Washington, when 
asked to comment on Gen SMITH's statement, said Army Intelligence experts 
_s* do not know of any Communists in that organization...and added blithely 
.,7° that he does not believe there are any, either. 
This attitude is foolish and unrealistic. 


wt Communists have infiltrated Army Signal Corps' intelligence agency, 
.....Lt¢ was charged in January by Rep BUSBEY (R-I11) and Rep COX (D-Ga). 


A petition for Congress to investigate the intelligence agency was 
brought by three officers and seven civilians working in it. Top secret docu- 
ments were missing from files. Lt Col OLLIE J ALLEN, a veteran of 18 years' 
service and one of ‘officers who signed petition, was twice ordered transferred 
out of the intelligence agency in Wash. He dictated a two-and-a-half hour 
recording of his charges when second transfer order arrived. The order was 
cancelled when it was learned his charges would be brought before Congress. 

House Committee on Un-American Activities and Senate Judiciary sub-— 
committee now have Col ALLEN's recording. Eight investigating agencies of 
the Army, the govt and Congress were “tne o then atin the case, Rep COX said. 

"It is quite evident", Rep BUh.--.. 7. =. that there are persons 
in high position, in all probability in er ene high positions in our de- 
fense forces, who are protecting persons in this highly sensitive department 

_ whose loyalty, security and patriotism are at least questionable." 
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Two reserve officers refused to answer questions when called to 
testify before House Committee on Un-American Activities in its investigation 


of Communist activities in Maryland last year. One was a Navy reservist, 
the other Army. Both refused to talk about their CP or front connections. 

And Defense Dept stated this was not sufficient evidence to warrant 
cancellation of their commissions!. Their commissions could be revoked. only 
because of "established connections" with Communist activities, a spokesman 
for the Dept said. 

is this attitude conducive to security? Would House Committee sub—- 
poena these officers to testify without evidence of Communist activities? 
And would officers refuse to answer on grounds of self-incrimination unless 
they had something to hide? 


When will the Defense Dept wake wp? How can it let any man retain 
a commission when he has refused to cooperate in protecting security of U S?

There were about 15,000 Communists in Armed Forces in World War it;

Gen SMITH warned that "any intelligence agency that did not act 

on the assumption that it would’ be penetrated at some time, somewhere along 
_the line, from charwoman to executive, would be foolishly complacent and 
we would be criminally negligent if we did not act on that assumption."
